MILAN MISSILE TRAINING, CHARACTERISTICS OUTLINED

The only difference is the satisfaction that comes from having the privilege of 
handling an advanced weapon. 
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The 24 Arg@ored Division's organic scout company has been equipped with Milan 
missiles since August 1979. This company is attacked to the SOlet Tank Regiment and 
is stationed at Saint-Germain-en-Laye. The scout company's mission is to develop 
the combat intelligence required to support the division's advance. 


This jeep-mounted company euet be able to react rapidly and efficiently against 
enemy sechanized and araored unite. The Milan siesile syetem geetse thie requirement . 


Vire-Guided Miesile 


The Milan syetem wee developed jointly by Prance and Germany. Requirements govern- 
ing the system's design included simplicity and rapidity of operation plus nearly 
100 percent kill probability. Meant to give infantry unite 4 powerful ant itank 
capability, the Milan has an original guidance system. After being fired, the aie- 
sile remine connected to the launch enit by «4 wire over which commands are trane- 
mitted to the @fesile. The gunner can control and correct the sissile's trajectory 
on the basie of the target's govements. To do this, he has only to keep the crose- 
harie of hie sight on the target. When asked whether this is 4 complicated task, 
gunners unhesitatingly replied “absolutely not.” Though thie weapon is of advanced 
technological design, its operation demands no special skill. The process of select- 
ing future Milan gunners is not asetrict as one wight be led to believe. Draftees 
must, however, geet « few requirements, namely perfect vision, good resistance to 
eye strain, and excellent emotional stability. Once 4 draftee meets these three 
combined conditions and displays no chronic inability to fire the weapon, he is 
eligible for aesignment co 4 Milan wit. 














Spectalieed Milan inetruction and training te given in each divisional scout 
company. 


All these wnite have access to 4 Milan simulator, or to be more exact, 4 “black 

box" whoee secret none of the users would dare penetrate. Thies simulator is mounted 
on the lawneh anit. The instructor programs, by means of a keyboard, the dummy 
target's movement, range, and speed. The gunner does the rest. This does not mean 
it if an easy task. Many of the draftees claim “it is harder to score 4 target hit” 
with the simulator than with live fire. The target can aleo be in the form of a 
emall rail-mounted moving device. 


During their first month of inetruction, gunners receive intensive training, satie~ 
factory completion of whieh is recognised by award of the "Milan gunner certificate 
of profictency.” During thie training period, draftees are confronted with in- 
creasingly difficult firing probleme. At the end of the month, they are expected 

to be operationally qualified and their training then continues throughout the 

year lof their compulsory siiitary service] at the rat» of some 10 simulated firings 
per day. Are theese hours of training on the simulator sufficient to transform 

these beginners into experienced Milan gunners’ The anewer is provided by the two 
live firings e*°* gunner gust sake during his year [of service). 


All Quiet on the Firing Line 


After a 2-day field exercise conducted between Fontainebleau and Mailly, the long- 
awaited moment finally arrives for the divisional scout company's gunners. The 
three Milan squads each take their turr on the firing line. In front of them is a 
vide, snow-coverea open area. At a rrnge of 2,000 meters the target begins to 
move at a speed of 20 kilometers per hour. The gunner, his eye rivered on the 
launcher's periscopic sight, aay fire at will. In the 6 seconds fo! owing the 
firing,.--the miesile's time of flight for 2,000 metere--the gunne: ‘sine control 
of that blue flame flying toward th target at 250 meters per seconc. These eight 
seconds are an eternity for thos: pianers, their fingers cramped by the cold, who 
have difficulty controlling the guidance syetem. A email puff of red smoke visu- 
ally indicates the point of impyc. 





Six missiles were fired. Four of these hit the target, one salfunctioned, and only 
one missed the target, by very little. 


These results thue confirn, if need be, the ability of draftees to handle the Milan 
missile. 


General Orgs \ization of Milan Gunnery Training 


The crew of a jee; -~ounted Milan launch unit consists of ⸗e gunner, a loader, and 
a driver. The loader may be called upon to replace the gunner. Hence both men 
receive 52 hours of basic specialized Milan training. This training is given 
draftees a8 soon a8 possible. after completion of their basic military training so 
as to enable them to be operational: available for about 9 months. 


A Milan gunner CP [certificate of profic.ency) is awarded a draftee upon satisfac~ 
tory completion of his Milan training. 











Oharacterieatios of Milan Missile Syste 


The Milan antitank missile is a crew-served weapon designed for medium-range enti-~- 
tank combat. This wire-guided missile system «oneiete of a missile=-11.3 kilo- 
grame~-housed in a launch tube, and a launch unit=-16.4 kilograme=-containing the 
firing and guidance systems. 


Performance Characteriatica 


Acceleration at launch: 900 g; initial velocity: 75 meters per second; terminal 
velocity 210 meters per second, minimum effective range: 200 meters; maxiaum 
effect cange: 2,000 meters; can penetrate all armor plate currently in ser- 
vice, |.¢. approximately 40-350 millimeters. 


Employment Characterietics 


Guidance: the missile automatically locks on the line of sight; an infrared 
tracking unit detects the missile's position. Trajectory correction signals 
are generated by the guidance electronics and transmitted as commands to the 
missile over the control wire. 


Mounting: the launch unit can be fired from the ground on a tripod, or mounted on 
a bracket adapted to different typee of vehicles: jeep, VAB [Porward-Area Armored 
Vehicle], and AMK-10 [infantry armored vehicle]. 


Eaployment limite: temperatures of -40°C to 52°C. The system's maximum tracking 
speed of 20 meters per second enables the missile to hit a target traveling at 
70 kilometers per hour. 
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BASING OF FIAT AIRCRAFT SQUADRON AT LAJES BASE IN AZORES DISPUTED 


Lisbon EXPRESSO in Portuguese 10 Jan 81 p 4 


(Tent) The basing of « squadron of “Fiat” planes at the Lajes Air Base, decided 
by the air force general staff, is beginning to arouse controversy in influential 
circles of @ilitary aeronautics, principally among pilote and flight-safety 
technicians. 


The planes in question are considered inadvisable for the aission which, 
theoretically, is being assigned to them in the Azores archipelago, according to 
sources of information we contacted. A spokesman for the general staff of the PAP 
[Portuguese Air Force] asserted that the idea of basing thie squadron in the 
Azores is in keeping with three factors classified as urgent with regard to the 
air force's participation in national defense programs: one, the question of 
sovereignty; two, the matter of territorial security; and three, the wission of 
watching over the 200-mile economic space. 


However, the controversy does not stem from the basic objectives which led to the 
decision of the PAP general staff. The flight-safety factor is a counterargument 
to the decision reached by Lemos Perreira. It is being claimed in PAP circles 
that the "Fiet”™ plane , because it is a ground attack fighter, is particularly 
contraindicated for surveillance missions over the 200-mile economic zone. 





Meanwhile, an authorised general staff spokesman told EXPRESSO that this 
opinion, circulated by certain pilots and flight-safety technicians, is basically 
without foundation. 


In response to a question relative to the plane's flight capability, said to be 
insufficient, the top official connected with the Office of the General Staff 
pointed out that the planes had flown to the Azores,a« flight of gore than 800 
siles. 


Hovever, certain specialists contradicted thie argument on the assumption that the 
flight directly from the continent to the Azores gust be considered exceptional. 
According to thea, two carefully planned elements contributed to making this 
flight possible: one, favorable ataospheric conditions to enable the squadron to 
benefit from a teil wind; two, the establishment of « direct route. 











The general etaff apokeeman aleo indicated that he did not see the relevancy of 
the objection made with regard to the plane's having a single motor and, 
therefore, being less safe. The general etaff countered with the argument that 
most of the fighter planes on aircraft carriers are single~motor and are 
specifically used for missions at sea. 


The same source of information advises that the basing of the "Fiat" planes in the 
Asores is 4 Cemporary measure and that it is intended to replace them with a new 
plane in about 4 year. However, the new planes will also be single-motor.

ture, and are very saving with heat. 


20 Percent Less 


OK sells W percent of Swedish a oil, but this new thinking naturally 
sets its stamp on the sales of the whole of] business. The whole home-heating oi! 
martet dropped 20 percent from November of last year. 


Shell, which has about 12 percent of the home-heating o11 market in Sweden, had 
12.5 percent lower sales. Home-heating o11 has also become gore expensive. One 
cubic seter, 1,000 liters, costs nearly 1,600 kronor. 


“The prices have naturally influenced people,” says Lars Gréndal, director of 
Shell. “There is no dowbt that indoor temperatures have been lowered. Or that 
sales of home-heating oj! are declining for other reasons. Many are converting 
to other kinds of energy when furnaces and burners wear out. Newly built resi- 
dences are often electrically heated. Gut in the country wood is beginning to 
be used again.”

VALAE-ADDED TAX NEM ORSTACLE IN SPANISH-EEC WROOTLATI ONS 
New Spanish Strategy

[Text] Pollowing the summer vacation and the Spanish cabinet reshuffle, there hae 
been 4 series of changes in the policy followed by the Spanish Government in the 
negotiations for Spain's entry into the Buropean Communit: . 


if the negotiations were bogged down until then ae 4 result of the refuesl implicit 
in the French president's position in June of thie year and the internal problems 
within the Community iteelf, particularly with regard to the budget and agriculture, 
today 4 new modus operandi hae been found, aaking it possible to keep up contacts 
between both parties in « rather leisurely sanner while waiting for the Community 
to settle ite budgetary diepute and to at least work out the basic concepte of 

what will be the new Community Agricultural Policy (CAP). 





In reality, the new aodue operandi is the graceful solution which the sinister for 
HRC affaire, Mr Puneet, found after intense travel during hie firet few weeks in 
office and recognizes that at thie time it is impossible to negotiate taboo issues-- 
those which concern Spain gore, or more specifically, those which concern the 
communities leeg--without the Community having given ite prior approwal. Thie has 
always been the Community's position, one which Minister Calwo-Sotelo tried unsuc- 
cessfully to change, 46 we have seen. 


The new godue operandi meane that once « general review has been made of 411 issues 
for which agreements gust be reached in the future (an owerall wiew), detaile can 

start to be diecussed—-detaile of ieevues which at thie time are not frozen by the 
Community. In thie regard, it quet be noted that three topice have not yet been 

broached in the negotiations: agriculture, fishing and the budget (in other words, 
what doee not concern the Buropean negotiating commission). 


In practice, what will happen with thie sew method? Since it is not possible to 
proceed with guarantees of success, we will explain. 
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The three moet laportant areas, at least from our standpoint, in the negotiations 
are) cocial, industrial and agricultural, The firet two are ones in which Spain 
hae to make “wequests;" in the third area, it ie the Community whieh has probleme 
with Spain, If these were normal negotiations, beth parties would yield in their 
respective positions eo that there would ultimately be an agreement, but in thie 
instance, even in the case of agriculture, it te impossible to negotiate, How can 
we reach social and induetrial agreements which would be positive for all of the 
Spanish sectore involwed if it ie impossible to use our best meane of exert ing 
pressure, The reality te that, at least in the latest negotiating conferences, the 
Spanieh delegation can provide nothing wore than partial documente (which are 
continually questioned by Community experts, who request more data and information 
on Spanish positions), because if the areas are thoroughly explored during these 
monthe, our future negotiating capabilities would be quite reduced, 


Thus it appeare that the negotiations will not receive any etrong impetus until 
the Community hae settled ite own affaire. 


And when will that be? When can Spain's entry be expected? Well, the official 
statements of both parties agree on the date: 1 January 1984 (elections for the 
Ruropean Parliament will be held again in that year). However, in ay opinion the 
matter is not «) clear and I will explain why. 


Piret of all, although thie is not the most important reason, the CRO (Spanish 
Confederation of Business Organizations) seems to want to delay Spain's entry, In 
recent statements made in Bruesele, Mr Ferrer asked for time, enough time to 
implement the VAT (value-added tax) in Spain, a tax which, while replacing other 
current taxes, will be the one adopted m our country in the future. The Community 
is quite insistent that thie tax be inplemented by the time of entry and ite judgment 
seems logical in view of the role of this tax in the Community's budget. As noted 
above, perhape it is the CROR's wish to delay our entry. 


But it aleo turns out that the new Community Agricultural Policy plan will not be 
prepared by the Comission until th eummer of 1981. Then it has to be approved by 
the Council of Ministers and consi lering the effect which the CAP has on the budget 
(approximately three-fourths of i.) and the debates which it will provoke in the 
various eember countries, I would not be surprised if thie new CAP were not ready 
whtil well into 1982. This would @ean that the real negotiations, which would 
begin at that time, would be held under very difficult conditions and the agreement 
would probably not be signed before 1 January 1983 (leaving 411 of that year for 
ratification of the agreement by the varios national parliaments). 


in conclusion, I am pessimistic about the dates which we have been given, although 
I would lik to be wrong eo that in 1984 our country could become the 12th sember 
of the Communities. 
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PRC's Wolff Pavore Bntry

[Rucerpte| Otto Wolff von Amerongen, chairman of the board of 
the German Chambere of Industry and Commerce, said in « presse 
conference held yesterday in Madrid that Spain aust be « eember 
of the Burepean Common Market by | January 1984, 


Mr Wolff te in Madrid on an official visit at the imvitetion of the Higher Council 
of Spanieh Chambere of Commerce to hold talke with representatives of that organi- 
sation and other establichments of Spanish institutional and economic life, ae well 
ae with goverment figures, including the sintetere of economy and commerce, 
industry and ERC affaires. Me Wolff will aleo deliver a epeech on “Burope's Role in 
the World Reonomy of the Righties.” 





During the presse conference, Otto Wolff epoke first about Spain's entry into the 
Common Market and reiterated that despite the gany existing technical problems, the 
PRC hae alwaye been in favor of including Spain. 


We listed the reasone for thie position: firet, to prevent Western Burope from 
breaking up into several sones, and he said that “Spain hae always been part of 
Rurope, despite the Pyrenees. It has an historic right to belong to this community.” 
In bie opinion, another reason ie that “in the long run, an expanded Buropean 

market can also offer sore opportunities for each sember .” 


Mr Wolff beliewes that Spain will have problems in the process, because the world's 
economy is not in the beet condition and is affecting 411 countries, including 
Germany and the United States, although Spain hase additional problems. Among other 
iseves, he referred to the INT [National Institute of Industry) and comparing it to 
the similar Italian inetitute, he said that ite exietence had created probleme for 
Italy. 


Another subject which he discussed was the value-added tax (VAT), whose introduction 
in Spain he appeared definitely to support, considering it good “because it creates 
4 competitive situation” (the FRO changed the corporate income tax and implemented 
the VAT 20 yeare ago). In bie opinion, it hee great edwantages for emall and 
eediup-cized businesses—-those with the best possibilities of competing at the 
present time-—-becauee it eliminates the grading syetem in the case of corporate 
income tax and the unfairness of these companies paying the moet. 


In hie replies to questions put to him, Otto Wolff considered it “practically 
inevitable that Spain will enter the Common Market" under present circumstances and 
that “the gowermment of the FRC will not be among those setting conditions which 
would make Spain's entry impossible.”

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WARTSILA TO EXPAND ICEBARAKER RESEARCH FACILITY

[Text] Werteiie’s famous icebresker laboratory in Helsinki will now be re- 
newed in the form of « new facility that will be ceady for use early in 1963, 
The new laboratory will be based on 4 test tank 79 meters long and 6.5 meters 
wide with « water depth of 2.) meters. According to the press release from 
Warteilea the new tank will be the largest of ite kind in the world and it will 
be possible to test models up to 14 meters long and } meters wide. The tank 
is primarily designed to test ship models and floating offshore constructions 
but it can also be used for calculations concerning other structures that 
could be exposed to ice, for instance beacons and sluices. 


it will be possible to simulate « new ice field in the tank once 4 day and 
during freezing the temperature in the reservoir will be minus 37°C. in addi- 
tion « egeciel freezer room will be built where the temperature can go down to 
minus 60 — #8 well a8 workshops, aechine room, storerooms and offices. 


in the special freeser room tests can be made of materials and equipment under 
extreme conditions. The building ground acquired will permit « possible 

later extension of the model tank and the construction of additional labora- 
tories. 


The new laboratory will represent « big step forward according to Wartsile. 
in addition to increasing capacity the quality of the @odel tests will be 
better since larger @odels can be weed. At the same time they will have gore 
flexibility, better equipment and improved working conditions. 


Warteile’'s present ice leboratory hes been in use since 1969 after it was 
built by Esso to develop icebresker tankers Like the “Manhatten” with the ides 
of transporting oi! from Alaske through the Northwest Passage. The laboratory 
hes been used to develop « large cumber of icebreskers and other types of ice- 
going tonnage end it has been used to conduct ice research for customers in 
Finiend, the Soviet Union, Sweden, the United Stetes, Canede and West Germany. 
When the laboratory wee finished in 1969 it wae the first icebresker laboratory 
Outside the Soviet Union and the only one in the world where tests could be 
conducted with large @odeils. Ewen after 11 years of operation this laboratory 
is ⸗ world leader with respect to research, the scope of its sesignuments end 
the experiences geined there. 
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Partly due te ite lcebreaker laboratory Warteilea has built more than 60 per- 
cent of all the icebreskers in the world and the shipyard is regarded a6 the 
leader when it comes to lcebreaker technolcgy, Currently the building of 

li lcebreakers and six icebreaking cargo ships for Arctic waters accounts for 
more than 50 percent of the work volume at the shipyard,

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COUNTRY BENEFITS FROM U.S. GRAIN EMBARGO TO USSR 
Barcelona LA VANGUARDIA in Spanish 286 Jan 61 p 13

{Text} Bruesele, 27 Jan--Surprise: Spain sold the Soviet 
Union more grain in 1980 than all nine countries in the 
European Community together. Thies situation, unique in 
history, is due to the fact that the BEC has accepted the 
embargo imposed on the USSR as «4 sanction for the invasion 
of Afghanistan, and the fact that Spain has sold the Soviets 
the surplue from ite “harvest of the century." “The Spaniards 
have done a formidable business, since prices were very good, 
and our businessmen envy them," we have been told by sources 
within the EEC. 


The Russians have been paying from 10 to 20 percent sore than world prices for the 
grains. The Spanish negotiations have been sound, since, according to EEC infor~- 
mation, the USSR has paid between $200 and $207 per ton f.0.b. for Spanish barley, 
while the EEC has to sell ite own barley to other countries at $1860 per ton. This 
means that the Spanish sellers have made 1 billion pesetas more on their barley 
than the EEC countries have on theire. The profit from wheat has been auch greater, 
since, in addition, part of the wheat sold hed already been willed into flour by 
Spanish willie. 


Nevertheless, the European Community as such does not feel annoyed and is not 
thinking of raising any protest; it is limiting iteelf to “taking note” of the 
fact, since it does not believe Spain was obliged to abide by the embargo. 


Nor has the United States protested, as far as is known here, adopting « tolerant 
silence which takes into account the fact that Spain is not 4 traditional exporter 
of grein and that it is 4 satter of circumstances. In addition, the United States 
iteelf sold 6 million of the 32 tone the USSR purchased last year under pretext of 
fulfilling a prior contract. 
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According to figures obtained from FORPPA [Fund for Control and Regulation of 
Prices and Products|, Spain has sold Russia almost 1.5 million tons of grains 
(850,000 tone of wheat and 600,000 tons of barley), while the EEC, according to 
ite own figures, has sold it only 300,000 tone, and that was in thie present 
month of January, while at the beginning of last year--on the eve of the embargo--

Officiale of the CEE suspect, however, that the embargo iw being sidestepped 
partially through the “active improvement trade" (TPA), which coneiste of importing 
foreign wheat and reexporting it ae flour, "We have no control at all over this 
teade, and it ie possible that we are milling wheat from the United States and 
selling the flour to the Soviet Union, In view of thie fact, it would not be clear 
who is violating the embargo, the Americans or us." According to their evaluation, 
the amount exported to the USSR under the TPA concept, plue the amount sold without 
the EEC subsidy has reached 650,000 tone of flour, i.e., the equivalent of 1 
million tone of wheat. 


To that we would have to add the so-called “Bremen accident,” or the sale by an 
operator in that German city of 500,000 tons of mixed feed for Soviet cattle, since 
the Buropean Comsission does not oversee this sector. Subsidies to those exports 
were discontinued the following day, thue preventing future exports. 


Has Spain been imprudent in selling to the Soviet Union in a "fat" year, leaving 
iteelf without reserves for the “lean” years which are coming? The EEC experts do 

not think so, since Spain's strategic stock is considerable, and even if it were 

to be depleted, “we are here to supply them with whatever wheat they might need, and 
it would be unheard of to have a poor harvest in all the countries of Europe at once." 


Will the USSR continue to purchase massive quantities of food from the West? EEC 
officials are categorical about this; agricultural failure is a chronic disease 
inherent in communiem, and it will n'y be remedied by a change of philosophy. 

But a return to the liberal syster of exploitation appears inconceivable, since it 
would break up the entire system. ‘se cultivation of grains requires huge areas of 
land, which quet be worked with eypensive machines, and in the USSR these are owned 
collectively by the inefficient collectives and state farms. Thus, then, the USSR 
is condemned to import from the West « sinimum of 25 willion tons of grain per year. 


China, @ Puture Client 


Something new to consider in the next few years: another communist mastodon, China, 
is looming as a big client for capitalist wheat. In the 1980-81 season China will 
import--according to assessments by Buropean officiale--nearly 15 sillion tons. The 
Community « ‘d it 700,000 tons last year, which is sore than its sales to that 
country for the previous 10 years. 


The big question is: What will Reagan do? Will he maintain the embargo decreed by 
Carter’? Or will he bow to i*. demande of the American farmers’? The EEC, Australia, 
Argentina and Canada, which along with the United States make up the “grain OPEC,” 
are anxiously awaiting the anever. 


Although the embargo may be lifted, it does not appear that the catastrophic drought 
in Spain will permit us to feather our nest i* Moscow this year.

The communiete in any case have entered the presidential election campaign with the 
same positions that were established on the eve of the legislative elections: the 
Socialist Party has “weered to the right.” It destroyed the unity of the left in 
order to prevent the coming to power of 4 government which would have brought too 
many changes to French society, tt te the real ally of big capital. lt yearne 

to govern with the help of gaulliete and liberals. tt te the “alliance of the 
three,” Mitterrand, Chirac, and Giecard, 


What do Marchaie and hie advisers expect from thie bewildering, exaggerated polemic’ 
Quite obviously, they aim to cause Mitterrand to lose the leftiet votes of the 
Socialist Party during th firet :ound of voting. Some votere who, in the legie- 
lative voting, for example, would willingly vote for communiet candidates, might 
vote for Mitterrand, who ovbiously hae gore of 4 chance than Marais. Moreover was 
pot Mitterrand 4 short time ago the gan for whom Marchaie and hie party asked that 
ome vote’ The PC gust wee ite influence on thee te 

ite candidate. during the second round, these attacks could be even sore effective: 
they probably .ould prewent the tranefer of 4 good qaumber of commumist votes to the 
socialist candidate, without the PC leadership's having to give very explicit 
instructions regarding abstention. 


However, this ie a double-edged sword. Marchais’ attacks can cause Mitterrand to 
lose some votes, and that is their purpose. They can aleo attract aany votes to 
the former prime ginieter of the Socialist Party: thoee of 4 great number of 
voters who would not be reluctant to vote socialist, but who are hostile to com- 
mmien and will wote for Mitterrand only if they are absolutely sure that the 
socialists, and abowe 411 Mitterrand, are determined not only to govern without the 
communists but 4leo, and especially. if that are capable of doing #0, are in 4 
position to do so. 


To borrow the communists’ elegant language, in Prance there are hundreds of 
thousands of voters for whom “tue aliience of the three” would constitute 4 bene- 
ficial pol.tical coalition. Marchaie’ tmprecations gay encourage them to vote for 
Mitterrand. Since Marchais manifests so euch violence with respect to Mitterrand, 
since he repeate with #0 guch aplomb that there ie 4 secret agreement between the 
goullietse and socialists, these voters will think that 4 final break between the 
communiete and the eocialiete is necessary. So, it will be possible to wote for 
Mitterrand. 


Mitterrand ~reovwer is wery capably doing his utmost to inspire this hope--or this 
illusion--end, wathout saying anything thet sight alienate the communist and 
communist sympathizer votce--just the opposite--he makes it possible to never- 
theless let it be understood that nothing will be risked after the presidential 
election if he ie elected, .*.. everything will depend on the legislative elections 
that are to follow, and that he wil! respect the choice of the French people, if 
they send 4 @gajority to 4 national goeenbily that is not centered on an alliance 
of the socialists with the communiete’. 











Marehaies’ Error 


Marchaie ie fully aware that hie imprecations ageinet Mitterrand aleo have the 
effect of winning followers and votes for the soctaliet candidate. 


Some will perhaps think thet that te what he te seeking. And of course it would 
be in the Leniniet “Stalinist epirit, the Machiavellian maneuver of comming to 
Nitterrand's aid while pretending to be uncompromisingly hostile to him. After 
all, te thie net the way that the Communtet Party ie seting with regard to Giecard 
d'Beteing, for whom it aakes no concession, absolutely none (going even further 
than Mitterrand, himself, in the polemic againet the chief of estate, and that 

is saying 4 great deal), while it te clear that, ao gatter how @uch it te againet 
> present a: of the Elysee, it etill prefere hie re-election to the election 
of Mitterrand 


Hothing agakes it possible to think of 4 ganewver of thie kind, the gost plausible 
hypothesis being that Marchaie does not want Mitterrand to win. Therefore he could 
not help but aek himself if the method that he ie using ie indeed the right ome, if 
it would sot attract gore votes to Mitterrand than it would take away from his. 





Whence, the “mini-turnabout" that has been mentioned, the adjustment that hae 
been observed in the communist language, starting with the beginning of January. 


The PCF [Prench Communiet Party] secretary general and his advisers in Paris, and 
perhaps eleewhere, must have soticed that there was an error in their computation. 
They had certainly reckoned that their attacks ageinst the socialists would produce 
the weusl effect. They once gore speculated on “the fear of communien” that Leon 
Blum once said wae the great weakness of hie party. They thought that in accusing 
the socialists of “turning to the right,” of seeking an alliance with the gaulliste 
and the liberals, of putting themselves in the service of big capital, the com- 
@unistse would Lead the socialists to settle on so-called leftist positions. Was it 
not by thus lashing them, since 1965, that they progressively led Mitterrand and 
his friends to break 411 contact with the gen of the center and of the right, to 
ruin any goral possibility of renewing any contact with them without disavowing 
and dishonoring themselves’ 


Under thie preseure from the communists, the socialists, and their first secretary 
in particular, hawe come to treat the wen of the sajority, and even the chief of 
state, a6 if they had the plague, were weurpers, criminals with whom it was not 
possible to come to terms, a6 if they conetituted the chief danger, even though 
they proclaimed loudly and clearly their desire to become allies, come what aay, 
vith the communtete. 


The Socialiete Try to Extricate Themselves 


Again this time some socialists reacted as Marchais and his confederates hoped. 
But the communists must have been unpleasantly surprised that Mitterrand has 
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resisted, hee tried to slip away from them. Obviously, the person who only yester= 
day wae the sole candidate of the left wanted to regain the position that wae hie 
in 1965, the freedom of attitude that he enjoyed when he was the only wan, Of 
course, he ie the candidate of the Socialiet Party, but he will repeat, should 
the occasion arise, that he would be the president of 411 the French people. ot 
only has the Sootaliet Party glossed over ite plan for society in order to conduct 
4 rather inoffensive electoral manifesto, but Mitterrand hae made it clear that, 
if he ie elected, he would not consider himself bound by thie manifesto. Gaston 
Defferre stated that the election of Mitterrand does not mean that 4 social change 
would come up 46 the business of the day, while Lionel Jospin, the new firet 
secretary, on 27 January, etated on Television 1, that it wee not 4 question of an 


“upheaval.” 


Statements of thie type are increasing and they will not stop, it seems. Must it 
be said’? One is almost shocked to hear gen who, in spite of the pleas of their 
real friends, for 10 years have proudly draped themselves in antiquated ideological 
tatters, legitirstely provoking the dietrust of ali sensible men, suddenly forget, 
or talk as if thev had forgotten, what they said constituted the intangible rule of 
their thinking, their action, and their life. 


That that is 4 maneuver to win votes is certain. But it is aleo certain that the 
electoral experience of recent years hase taught them that the people of France, 
whom they claim to represent most authentically, are not so hungry 48 they believed 
for the “future society” or for the “new times,” and that the electoral exhilara- 
tion to which they allow themselves to willingly give way does not prevent them 
from keeping their feet on the ground. They indeed yearn along with the candi- 
dates to celebrate the election period and to indulge in the pleasure of alleged 
discussions of ideas, of those scaled-down modele of war, of religion, that the 
French people relish so @uch. But * @) know deep down in their hearts that all of 


that will not go beyond the epher of speeches, that in any case the changes that 
might take place will not upset their sacrosanct practices. 


Il like to think that in this sudden sbout-face of some socialists there is something 
like an evidence of remorse, 4 belated reg et, too late, alas! at not having given 
France the social-democratic party whose «beence does not make possible the normal 
operation of our democratic institutions. 


Thus, instead of answering communist attacks by taking stands and by saking 
explanations that would drive moderate voters a little further from him, Mitterrand 
speaks to them in a realistic lengauge (or more realistic than in the past), 4 
language is. ich communist accusations of “turing to the right" renders the 
realiem even more ~redible. 


The Turnabout 


One way legitimately suppose tiat ti. communists have become aware of this, and 
that they have decided to harm Mitterrand in a guch more perfidious manner: by 











proposing to him an alliance with the party, preeieely by letting it be understood 
that, if he ie elected, the party would enjoin hie alliance, hie asstetance, and 
that he would not be able to refuse then, 


On 12 January 1981, he eaid to the Central Committee: 


"We are ready to favor any real step forward), to advance ae far and a8 quickly 
ae the workers, themeelves, on whom that depends, decide. We are ready 

take 411 our responsibilities regarding the implementation of the new po 

France needs, including in the government of the country. Those who say that we 
do not want to govern are only trying to disguise their refueal to give to the 
Communiet Party the place that belonge to it in the government of the country. If 
thie place ie made available to the Communiet Party and it acoepte it, it will 
asoume 411 ite responsibilities” (i 'WUMANTTE, 14 Jan 1981). 


Another stetement on the same subject, on 27 January, in Levalloie: 


"We wieh to check the attempt at « coalition of the right and of the Socialiet 
Party (...). We wieh to open the way to 4 change that the workers desire (...). 
To go along thie path (...) it is necessary to have 4 government that ie determined 
to implement thie policy. That seane that the compuniete should have the place 
that belonge to them in the government of the country. For our part, I have said, 
and | repeat, we are ready: (1°H, 28 Jan 1981). 


The PC Opposes the Right 


On 20 January, in Rennes, the PCF secretary general did hie utmost to justify his 
claim in behalf of communist winietries. The chief enemy of hie party wae indeed 
the chief of estate, not the Socialiet Party. 


The day before, moreover, he criticized with unusual violence the chief, himself, 
hie family, all of whose sembere have built their careere and their fortunes on the 
frontier of politice and of finance, in thie world of soney in which no aseumed 
name will ever provide nobleness of heart and of spirit. Enough of 4 republic of 
casties and of presente, of 4 state of cousine and pale, of 4 clan of beloved 
relatives and princes” (L'WUMANITE, 21 Jan 1981). 


In the getter of nobleness of heart and epirit, one would easily find better judges 
than Marchais. 


This way out would make it possible for him to introduce himself as the main 
anti-Giscard candidate, since Mitterrand in spite of everything cannot stoop to 
such low polemice, if it is still « question of polemics, and to add: 


"Do I intend (...) to strike as hard as possible againet Francois Mitterrand as 
soon a6 I have the opportunity’ Ie the Socialiet Party ay adversary’ Wo. Abso- 
lutely not. My adversary is the policy of unemploywent, of the privation of 
workers, of the restriction of freedom, of national abandonment. That is what I 
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oppose, | want to prevent ite deliberate, anticipated, planned aggravation by 
employers. tt want to rid France of thie orientation and the wan that taplemente 
it, Giecard d'Betaing. 


"If, then, | aw led to point out the positions taken by Francois Mitterrand and to 
indicate their danger, it te not for the pleasure of criticizing Francois 
Mitterrand. it te because | do not want to make it possible for hie to rescue 
Giscard d'tetaing’s policy, thie policy that I oppose with all ay wight. I oppose 
the “alliance of the three,” because I intend to do everything possible to thwart 
thie political alliance that can make it possible for capitaliem to tighten ite 
ecreyv. 


“What I want, along with ay party, ie to create conditions to combat the person who 
carries the colors of the GHPF [National Council of French Baployers), Giecard 
d'Eetaing. This means opening the way for the change that the workers desire and 
realising 4 union of ail the people's forces, the union of the left for change” 
(L'WUMANTTE, 21 Jan 1981). 


The PC Will Wot Repeat 1956 


To make everything clear, Marchaie referred to an episode in our political history 
to which it is not impossible that Mitterrand and Defferre aay turn with 4 certain 
nostalgia: the constitution in 1956, under the presidency of Guy Mollet, of a 
Repul ican Front government in which the communiete did not participate, but which 
they supported, after having lent ⸗ heiping hand to the above mentioned Republican 
Front in order that there could be 4 leftist sajority in the national assembly. 


“It happens that in a few daye it will be 25 years that an election took place that 
witnessed the arrival of 4 leftiet * jvurity in the national assembly. Even if it 
is true that the situation of the. eva presented aany differences from today's 
situation, it is worth considering ihe facts. 


“When the war was being waged in Algeria, the socialist leaders, allied with the 
radicals and with a gaulliet party in 4 ‘Republican Front,’ had promised to make 
peace, to change policy. The communists obviously were acting with thie in view. 
And then came the electoral victory of 2 January 1956. A great wave of hope had 
run through the country and made it possible for the left to vin. 


“The socialist leaders immediately rejected the possibility of 4 communist presence 
in the gover~ment. But the communiete extended their good will to the point of 
giving the. votes so that the leaders of the Republican Front could constitute 
thie government by themselves alone and even to voting full powers to the latter. 


“One knows the outcome: it was the implementation of a policy that the right alone 
could no longer carry out: .¢ to the death and the repression of the etruggles 
of the workers and of the young peo,'e of Prance. And after that, in 2 years, 
because of immense disillusionment, the demoralization of the nation, the develop- 
ment of 4 etrong anti-parliamenterian an. anti-democratic wave, and the brutal 





change in course to the right following the putech of 13 May 1958. The democratic 
change wae pushed aside for 4 long tine.” 


it te obviows! the compuniete cannot have confidence in 4 government in which they 
40 got participate, if composed solely of soctallete. 


The PS Neede the PC In Order to Remain Soo! alict 


in L'WUMANITE, 31 January, Wolineki's unpleasant plan illustrated the reason for 
thie dietruet. <A metal worker questioned «4 journalicrt. 


The @etel worker: “Wey, dummy, you know why communiet einieters worry the right 
and the soctaliete’” 


The jowrnaliet: “Wo.” 


The metal worker: “Because with the communists, the socialiete would have to 
carry out socialies” (i'WUMANITE, 31 January 1981). 


Ie it necessary to remind one that 4 short time ago, Jean-Pierre Chevenement, who 
holde 4 fairly high rank in the Soctaliet Party, eaid precisely the eame thing: 


"Without the Socialist Party, the Communiet Party is powerless; but without the 
Communist Party, the Socialiet Party riske seeming to be disloyal” ("The Socialiste, 
the Communiets, and the Others,” p 232). 


Formidable Ambiguity 


Does Chevenement «till think as he wrote then’ It is gore prudent to think eo. 
Because he just made some remarks in Marseilles, on 29 January, whose apparent 
clarity conceals 4 formidable ambiguity. If the Communist Party wants to partici- 
pate in the government, “it gust change not only ite tone, but aleo ite political 
line," he said. 


Thies @eane two things: the compuniete will not participate in the government if 
they do not change their tone and their political line; if they change their tone 
and their line, the communists will participate in the government. Let we not stop 
at the firet etatement, wery risky: if he ie elected, Mitterrand would heave to 
take into account the relationship of the forces, and it is not at all certain that 
he can conetitute 4 government without the communiete, even if the latter did not 
change their tone. The second part justifies dreading the worst. Because 
experience provese--a recently renewed experience--that the socialists are always 
ready to believe that the communists have changed, are changing, or are going to 


change. 


That between the two rounds of the presidential election or before the legislative 
elections that would follow the arrival of Mitterrand in the Elysee, the communietes 
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will again offer their hand to the socialists, and the latter will once more allow 
themselves to be captivated. 


All the gore #0 since there would not be many elected socialiete if, in the second 
round, the communists do not withdraw in their favor.* 


Mitterrand, whom the communiet maneuver visibly disconcerts, proposes to postpone 
the question of communist @inisters, claiming that it ie only “a meane of obscuring 
real probleme.” 


On the contrary, it clarifies them. It especially clarifier the blunder of the 
socialiete and moet of a1) of Mitterrand who, in order to restore ite place to the 
Socialiet Party, have sought an ailiance with the communiete, and, ae 4 result of 
thie alliance, they are wmable to extricate themselves.

“Wednesday: Gaston's avowal. Gaston De‘‘erre sometimes has the advantage of 
bluntly expressing hie party's line. And when it is 4 question of opposing the com- 
@uniste, one can trust him completely. Hie past proves it. L'HUMANITE recently 
disclosed 4 confidential note that he wrote in 1951: he wae then @inister of the 
navy in the government that wae at war with Indochina and complained that ‘the 
efforts that he had undertaken to ¢’ cumecribe and combat the activity of the 
Communiet Party’ were thwarted. t is known that he wae minister in 1956--with 
Francois Mitterra.d--in that goverrwent that could have been part of the united 
left (it was the majority) but whch preferred to exclude communist ministers and 
to become involwed in the Algerian war. Finally, everyone remembers that in 

1977, ia the ganner of Francois Mitterrand in Chateau-Chinon, he cefused to grant the 
Communist Party the place that belonged to it within the Municipal Council of 
Marseilles. Well, then, at the time of the broadcast, ‘The Duel,’ on France Inter, 
facing Chinaud, who asked: “With whom would you like to govern,” Defferre tried 
to avoid answering, then came the avowal: “If it is necessary, if the programs 
that we both offer make it possible, if the communists agree to govern as we wish 
(...) and on the basis of 4 program that we will propose, perhaps the communists 
will parti. ate in the government.’ And in order to dispel any sieunderstanding, 
he recalled that uoter the 4th Republic ‘when there was « disagreement between the 
president of a socialist government and the communists, the president dismissed 

the communists from the government.’ However that may be, when it comes to foreign 
policy, ‘if the communiete ¢ .cicipate in the government, they will not be able 

to exert any influence." That has ihe werit of clarity: the socialists will do 
everything possible to prevent the presence of communists in the government. 

If they cannot avoid this, and if the Co.suniet Party yields on everything, it 
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Will be entitled to 4 folding chair, In any case, communist sinistere will be of 
nO wee and will be driven out at the first opportunity. 


“And he ie the same person who, with Mitterrand and the leadere of the Socialist 
Party, will continue to repeat that the communists do not want to participate in 
the government..." 


Defferre appeared on two occasions at the beginning of the 4th Republic: on 

5 May 1947, the chairman of the council, Socialiet Paul Ramadier, dismissed the 
communist ministers from the government; in 1944-1946, General de Gaulle admitted 
some communists to his administrations, but while refusing them the sinistries in 
charge of domestic public order, security, and the international policy of France. 


One does not diminish the werit of J. Ramadier (nor of Leon Blum, sor of Vincent 
Auriol) when one writes that the communiete offered no resistance: it wae not 
until the following month of September, after the constitution of the Kominfors, 
that the PCF returned to 4 hard line. 


The example of General de Gaulle is « still poorer choice, because, after all, it 
wae not the communiete who left the government, but General de Gaulle who had to 
give up hie office. 


And he wae General de Gaulle. 


Moreover, what « condemnation of the Socialist Party policy for 10 years! It has 
brought forth from ite ghetto and led to the gates of the government a party which 
Defferre and hie friends think it would be sore prudent for it not to give ite 
opinion on the international policy of France. 


How, After the Event, the PC Explained Ite Refusal to Participate in the Government 
of the Popular Front. 


“In June 1936, we had to preserve and to strengthen the union, still relatively 
precarious, that had been realized by seane of a limited program. The electoral 
campaign had proceeded under the sign of virulent enti-communiem on the part 
of fascist and reactionary groups.

That justification, after the event, ise not very accurate historically, but let us 
take it and let we apply it to the present political situation.

he would facilitate the election of Francois Mitterrand and, in order to facilitate 
this election, he would start with Billoux's reasoning.

popular movement that gives full guarantees of a free electoral campaign,” 

he added: “As for the future majority, there are several hypotheses and they 
cover the field of the historical realities that are appropriate to our country. 
You know the line of action to which I have devoted my political life: a 

rally of the people around « great national ambition. The election of a 
socialist president will embody this viewpoint. 


“But if ‘t should please the French people to be illogical, their choice must 
be respected.’ 


Mitterrand did not commit himeelf very auch. he did not even commit himself at 
all. At least, some ma) ouy chat, in some given circumstances, he would not 
refuse to govern with the center and the right. 











it is not by chance that | speak of new times. As unlikely ae that may seen, 

I am only quoting Mitterrand, himself. In hie latest book, "Ici et aaintenanct" 
(“Here and Now") (The Latine used to say “hic et nunc"), he anewered his 
interlocutor as follows: 


"I am luckier than others who never had the hope of seeing for themselves 
the ‘new times.’ If God allows me to live, I will see them. At 50 years of 
age, | would say: thie is certain" (in the work cited, p4). 


For a man who is well past 60 and who would seem to have accumulated vast 
political experience to still be able to think, as Jean Grave did at the end 
of thie past century, that one can suddenly go from one kind of society to 
another, causes one to doubt both human intelligence and the intellectual 
honesty of politicians.

NATIONAL FRONT PARTY SPOKESMAN SPEAKS IN NAVPAKTOS 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 24 Feb 61 p 5 


(Text) The parliamentary spokesman for the National Front, Spyros Theotokis, 
went to Navpaktos last Saturday and spoke to the people of this historic city 
on the country's domestic and foreign policy. 


The speech was made from the political office of Nik. Farmakis, a public figure 
and former deputy for Aitoloakarnania, to a crowd gathered in the central square. 


Theotokis was in the company of the deputy from Messinia, Kon Oikonomopoulos; 

many political figures from various regions of the country; political figures from 
nearby districts, such as Malevitis and Sagias of Akhaia; the National Front 
candidate during the last elections in Mesolongion, Voulgaris; and prominent >ersons 
and officers of the party. 


After a full report by Nik. Farmakis, the parliamentary spokesman of the National 
Front, Theotokis, took the floor and expressed his emotion at talking once again 
with the proud people of Navpaktia. Then he referred to the country's problems, 
both domestic and foreign, and he stressed especially that Greece, which is 
situated at the point of intersection of international interests and aspirations, 
ought to be firmly dedicated to the principles of the West, and above all 
staunchly on the side of the United States of America. And he emphasized the 
dangers relating to national issues from the “multi-dimensional" policy which 
has been and is being pursued by the administrations of the New Democracy Party-- 
a policy which is neither coherent nor realistic. 


“Characteristic of this were the recent events following the death and burial 

of the heroic queen-mother, Frederika,” said Theotokis, “where on the one hand 
King Konstandinos, unassuming and dignified, devoted to the ancestral institutions 
and to Greece, touched the spirits of our people with his overall conduct, while 
on the other hand the leader of the State, forgetful of his duties, compromised 
our country through his identifying with the obscene expressions of the Marxist 
rront.” 


Theotokis also characterized Karamanlis as a repudiator of Western policy and, 
consequently, as unable to inspire trust in the Atlantic Alliance, because for 
years now his actions have had generally a dangerous Marxist leaning in many areas. 


“Por all these reasons,” added Theotokis, “the National Front regards the 
cooperation in the elections of all those who love Greece as imperative for our 
nation's sake, under the inviolable and unchangeable condition, of course, that 
they coneur fully and whole-heartedly with the declarations of this party which 
have been openly proclaimed for —— is: 





ideological strenthening of the nation and safequarding the Greek young people 
from the disastrous erosion caused by the anti-national communist corruption.

Immediate granting of amnesty, which was illegally abrogated, to the imprisoned 
army officers. 


Growth of our economy on a sound footing, far removed from socialistic experiments, 
confrontation of our galloping inflation, encouragement of investments, tax 
relief, and improving the income situation of the middle-income and poorer classes 
of our people, on the basis of the actual present conditions. 


Finally, and above all, as regards the matter of the form of government, the 
National Front ‘s staunchly in favor of the institution of the abiding supreme 
ruler--that is, ‘» favor of the system of government of the crowned democracy. 


Finally, Theotokis said that if the Greek people want to be able to continue to

Sut at that time, the control of expenses had been coupled 
with financing from the State budget and with monitoring the revenues of the 
parties--something which led to opposition from some parties, especially from 
PASOR (Panhellenic Socialist Movement) and the KEKE, while other parties had 
expressed reservations about this echeme. The result was that the government 
proposal was not pushed further at that time. 


The present proposal of FODIS0, which the government sccepts in principle, uncouples 
the issue of control over the revenues from that of election-campaign expenses, 
which alone it aime to regulate. The uncoupling of the two issues leads to 
optimistic prospects for the expediting of this matter, given that the chief 
objections of the parties raised earlier referred to the control of their revenues.

LIBBRALS' VICE CHAIRMAN KVARVEN DISCUSSES FAL: NLACTIONS 


Oslo ARBEIDERBLADET in Norwegian 6 Jan 81 p 6 
[Report of interview with Berit Kvaeven) 


[Text] “I agree with Lars Korvaid, of the Christian People's 
Party, that it will be no calamity if the party stays out of 
any non-socialist government after the Storting election in 
the fall,” Berit Kvaven, vice chairman of the Liberal Party, 
said in an interview With the Liberal Party Press Office. 

In @ New Year's interview the other day Korvald said that it 
would not be so bad if the KER.F. [Christian People's Party) 
omitted to take part in a government with the Conservative 
Party. 


"The way I see it, it would not be a political catastrophe if both the Kr.F. and 
the Center Party stayed out of a government that the Conservative Party is in. 

Nor can that lead to development of cooperation among the Kr.F., the Center Party, 
and the Liberal Party, a cooperation of which we have already seen a good begin- 
ning. Even though it is not altogether realistic to count on 4 government made 
up of these three parties after the coming election, it is still of the greatest 
importance to develop 4 political platforms of the center,” says Kv@ven, and adds 
that the parties have taken common positions during the last two budget debates 
in the Storting and on other issues. Examples of this include parts of the tax 
policy, housing questions, and the oi] policy. 


“A broader platform for the three parties now will increase the possibility that 
they can stand out a8 4 realistic governing alternative before the Storting elec- 
tign in 1985," says Berit Kvaeven. 


Change of Course 


“The Liberal Party wants a change of course. The program draft outlines that. 

1 should also like to mention the Liberal Party's réle of intermediary in Norwe- 
gian politics. We have 4 part to play between the big blocs. We want to build 
the center up again. The Center Party and the Christian People's Party aust 
choose whom they want to collaborate with, both in the short run and in the long 
run. The Liberal Party has already chosen its course.” 


Kv@ven also mentions social policy as one of the fields the Liberal Party wants 
to work with in the future. Among other things, the primary health service 





should be strengthened by establishment of several district medical officer posi- 
tions, Recently a number of weaknesses have shown up, especially since the ar- 
rangement with the new overal! financing subsidy was set up. The Liberal Party 
does not accept the idea that uncontrolled price and cost increases shall hit the 
health care institutions and sick people, cannot strike as healthy people 
have a chance to do. 


Atomic Weapons 


[Question] You are on the board of the movement, which cuts across party lines, 
called "No to Atomic Weapons.” Why? 


[Answer] First of all, I think the work for peace without atomic weapons is one 
of the most meaningful things one can be in on. Secondly, | consider it important 
for us who are members of the Liberal Party to have good contacts with various 
popular movements. | can mention offhand; the Nature Protection Organization, 
Action Rural Norway, various women's organizations, and different spontaneous ac - 
tion groups that people from the Liberal Party take part in. It is important for 
nobody in the Liberal Party to become so parliamentary that he loses contact with 
healthy popular movements. 


But anyway, ' want to say that we who stand for a loyal and strong Norwegian de- 
fense within the NATO alliance have an important part to play in the work for dis- 
armament and to prevent the production, deployment, and possible use of atomic 
weapons. Working against atomic weapons is not primarily saying no, it is saying 
yes--yes to an existence without the most destructive of all weapons. When it 
comes to the question of atom-free tones, the Liberal Party works for that. Per- 
sonally I think that it is an importanc objective to look toward an atom-free 
Burope, and I hope it will be possible to work toward such a goal, and that it 
can become a reality in the not too distant future. 


Children's Agency 


[Question}) On a recent TV program it was said that the Liberal Party has not 
taken a position on the question of a children's agency. Why has the Liberal 
Party not taken a position?’ 


jAnswer] It is quite fantastic that nobody from television got in touch with us 
to get information. The fact is that the Liberal Party had a children's agency 
in its platform back in the previous Storting term. Thus we did take a position 
long ago, but of course we are willing to discuss details of the government's 
bill. The most important thing is for the children's agency to be an independent 
agency that can denounce conditions that may be hareful to the child.

INTERVIEW WITH TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS MINISTER BYE 
Oslo NORGES HANDELS OG SJPPARTSTIDENDE in Norwegian 9 Jan 81 pp 22-25 


Gleport of interview with Ronald Bye by John Roog7 


[Text] “! was born in the labor movement. I have lived in it 
all my life. And so I cannot go around feeling pleased with 
the state of things today.” Those are the words of Ronald Bye, 
minister of transport and communications, the 43-year-old party 
worker, who aiso thinks he was “uncomfortably” right in 4 num- 
ber of things he put forward in the book "Synepunkter og 
Vurderinger” [Points of View and Evaluations] in 1975. 


Ronald Bye is back again. Or more correctiy, he has been back for well over 4 
year, since he became minister of transport and communications in the reorganita- 
tion of the government in October 1979. 


it soon became clear that he had not changed so much; he was still very active, 
very realistic, and willing to take courageous stands on controversial questions. 
it did not take many days after he was placed in the minister's chair before he 
cut through all the vacillation and uncertainty surrounding the question of a big 
airport in Bast Norway (should it be located at Hobgi, at Gardermoen, or perhaps 
far inland near Hurum?). The new minister came out clearly: Hobgl is put on ice, 
perhaps until after the end of the century; Pornebu [the Oslo airport] will be ex- 
panded as far as is sound and reasonable, and Gardermoen will be reequipped. 


Por years sensible people had been pointing out that big public projects could be 
speeded up by getting money from private lending institutions. Bills were never 
introduced to do so. Until, that is, Bye came, studied the matter, conferred with 
knowledgeable people in the ministry and outside of it, and then came out and said 
that it was @ sensible idea. And put people to work on it. Now the Telecommni- 
cations Agency will finance an expansion of some 20,000 new telephone subscribers 
(over a 2-year period) by such borrowing, the Air Transport Agency will probably 
get into private financing in its 1982 budget, and the NSB [Norwegian State Rail- 
ways} is taking similar measures. 


“Norway's problem now is not lack of money. It is the way it shall be used that 
is the problem,” says Bye, and adds that there are aany formal problems that will 
be straightened out if an entirely new practice is followed with such financing. 








"We would rather net draw money out of the private credit market to such an ex- 
tent as would have consequences for other activity in the country, such as housing 
construction,” says Bye, “But | aa put here to run this business. | think it is 
@ good thing, 1! am willing to fight @ little for it.” 


And Ronald Bye has often been forced to fight. It might be a matter of positions, 
political guidelines, or tactical plans, Pive or six years ago it was nothing 
less than his political life, 


To refresh the memory 4 littie: 


The Labor Party had not managed to throw the Borten government out in the 1969 
election to the Storting (it went by a hair for Borten), whose conservative major- 
ity suffered a defeat when there was 4 majority for NEI [exnansion unknown) to the 
BC in September 1972, and the party suffered a crushing defeat in the Storting 
election of 1973 (when the SV [Socialist~Left Party] came out with 16 seats and 
the kr.F. [Christian People's Party] got 6 new seats). fhe feeling of defeat 


spread. 
Personal Competition 


A real fear of * party split led to uncertainty, lack of power to act, doubt, and 
a tendency to be afraid to take definite positions. The ones that were not afraid 
were those who felt themselves victorious: opponents of the United States, NATO, 
and BC and of all western cooperation, centered around the student politicians in 
the AUF [Labor Youth Organization] and radicals representing the trade union move- 
ment. They pressed hard to take over the party, and chose Reiulf Steen as their 
candidate, apparentiy because they coun:ed on being able to “manage” hin. 


The confusion reached a peak in June 1974 when Trygve Bratteli announced that he 
did not want to continue as party chairman after the national party meeting in 
i975. The party was thus thrown into the hard sonal fight for power that came 
about between Reiulf Steen (at that .ime vice chairman of the party) and Odvar 
Nordli (the party's parliamentary | sader). 


As party secretary (successor te ‘he powerful Haakon Lie), Ronald Bye found himself 
in the middle in the ice-cold political storms that raged in the party. 


‘Time Not Right’ 


in a frantic fear of losing support from the left and ——s a — in the party, 
everything was avoided that smacked of sympathy with the United States, with 
israci during the October war of 1975, with suggestions of Buropean cooperation; 


indeed, even giving support to the Soviet opposition was “suspect” in the AP 
[Labor Party, in those days. %onald Bye took the opposite point of view here: the 
party @ust cicar.y Show that it was democratic, linked to the West; it must be 
internationally oricated and define 4 new policy with an eye on the Norwegian 
voters of the 1970's and 1980's. 


A few episodes remain engraved in memory: 


On 14 Pebruary 1974 Solzhenitsyn was deported from the Soviet Union. The whole 
western world protested. ven ORIENTERING objected to it. Labor Party people 
wanted their central committee to send a protest. Reiulf Steen's committee 











anewered; “The central committee does not consider that the time is right to make 
& statement.” 


It Was that evening that Ronald Bye came out with his personal protest by prese 
and radio. 


The year before, when Le Duc Tho of North Vietnam and Henry Kissinger had shared 
the Nobel Peace Prize, it was Steen's resolution in the central committee that 
"The Labor Party wishes to dissociate itself from the decision the Nobel Committee 
has made.” It was plain to be seen that it was not the North Vietnamese that the 
committee objected to, but the man that had been the engineer of the China-United 
States rapprochement and later put together a truce in the Middle Past. 


That was when Haakon Lie wrote that he was glad that "Trygve Bratteli, Ronald Bye, 
and Bjartmar Gjerde were not present at that meeting." 


Out in the Coid 


it was in Auguet 1974 that Bye put his place as party secretary at the disposal of 

the national meeting in 1975. It was quite clear then that the chairman of the 
rty and editor of the ARBEIDERBLADET would go to the same meeting, and perhaps 
hoped that the fourth-ranking elected official, the vice chairman, would retire. 


If so he was wrong. Reiulf Steen declared on the contrary that he meant to be 
chairman and would not content himself with anything less. Thereupon the fight 
raged on, and a year later Bye was out of a job. He was outside--in the cold. 


On his own initiative he sought~--and got--a position as director of the Hybelbyge 
Vocational School. it was then that Tor Aspengren felt that things were going 
too far and saw to it that he became administrative director of Folkeferie. 


He still has that job--whenever he is not 4 minister, that is. 


Worried About the Labor Party’ 


"As a momber of the Labor Party | am worried,” Bye says when we ask how he views 
the party's situation now at the beginning of 1981. 


“I was born in the labor movement. I started in the children's branch as 4 7-year- 
old, then came the youth movement, the trade union movement, and the party. |! 
have lived there all my life--and since the early 1960's as a full-time politician 
in the movement. And I cannot go around feeling pleased with the state of things 
today." 


{Question} What is wrong’ 


"It is a matter of policy, it is a matter of leadership, and it is a matter of 
organizat fiscipline and loyalty. it is these three things that are wrong,” 
Says the fulees party secretary, and adds that he thinks he was “uncomfortably 
right" in « number of things he put forward in the book "Synspunkter og 
vurderinger” in 1975. 


“I wish | had been entirely wrong. My points of view were not so very original, 
for if you looked around at the terrain you could not help seeing what the prob- 
able aeveliopment would be.” 
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New Voters, New Ideas 


What Bye pointed out in that book was that the AP must think about its political 
position: 


"It is an ideological party, but aiso a party that will be of tical benefit 

to people in everyday life. 1 defined socialism as “that which looks after the 
interests of the big population groups and those who are worst placed in society,” 
A state of tension can develop here--the party can come to cultivate ideas that 
people are not concerned with in the least. What has been the backbone of the 
party's politics is that it has been in the center of the people's needs, inter- 
ests, and problems." 


Ronald Bye also feels that it is too unclear to say that the AP will extend from 
the center to the left in Norwegian politics. it is still true that the AP should 
draw a clear line of demarcation on the left that runs along an uncompromising 
stand for democracy and freedom and the people's real interests rather than dogmas. 
There is not so much doubt within the party about the boundaries on the right. 


One of the most dangerous things for the AP in the present situation, in Bye's 
opinion, is tha. youth is seeping out to the right in “alarming streams." 


"Those who have been betting on Norwegian youth's being radical have been almost 
catastrophically wrong. One may hope that youth will not feel wedded to its par- 
ties, a8 was the case earlier. I hope the young are more flexible, so that it 
will be possible to stem the tide of victory of the bourgeois parties--if we go 
to the young with a politics that appeals to them. And in that case the formula 
cannot be that they can be led back to the Labor Party with a maximally so-called 
radical policy. That is a hopeless furmia.” 


‘Cold Feet' 


We cite Arne Haugestad, who in a re mm interview in this paper said of the labor 
movement that “the burning hearts have been replaced by the cold feet." 


Ronald Bye can agree when it com: to the hearts: 


"It was easy to burn for something in a time when 30 to 40 percent of those able 
to work went without work, and the fight was directed against destitution, star- 
vation, and poverty. Today we have new and more complicated problems, and we 
must set ourselves new goals.” 


[Question] You proposed to have the party's program of principles revised in 
19757 


“Yes, and tuat g.t 4 very ungracious reception. But now we have reached the 
point where that program will be revised at the next national meeting. I have 
read the draft--rather superficially, to be sure--and I would rather not comment 
on it. But this auch I can»: It will not make the political nerves vibrate. 
When I read it I did not get the feeling that ‘now we are on the track.'" 


Bye adds that there is still some time till the national meeting, and that he is 
putting his trust in the party chapters ail over the country. 











"| believe they will concern themselves with the problems, for they are not served 
by 4 program of principles that merely floats on the surface, If it does not 
touch the political cords deeper down in the soul of the Norwegian people, it will 
be of limited value." 


No Radical Wave 


The AP's cold feet came primarily as @ result of the split in the party as 4 re- 
sult of the BC fight and also the American Vietnam policy. But Bye does not think 
that has left lasting traces in Norwegian politics: 


"The protests over Vietnam and against the BC depended on a radical wave, but since 
then no radicalization of Norwegian society has taken place. Radical forces 
managed to get political support on individual issues, but what happened in the 
early 1970's was 4 brilliant political coup: A relatively modest radical core 
carried 4 large part of the masses of voters with it in a so-called radical pro- 
gram. When that was over, the masses of voters turned their backs. Actually, 
since the war we have never had such a conservative Norway as after these two 
events." 


Alliance With Center Party? 


After Bratteli had come forward in Pebruary 1974 with a cautious suggestion that 
the AP should orient itself toward one of the bourgeois parties of the center to 
create a basis for a multiparty government (a thing that was received with total 
silence by the rest of the party), Ronald Bye came out and said that a political 
cooperation with the Kr.F. [Christian People's Party] should be considered. 


ltiow does he view that matter today’ 


"That about the Kr.F. was casual. But there is a voter structure in that party 
that fits theoretically with the Labor Party's. But what was and is my problem 
is that the Labor Party gust not make it impossible to take part in a government 
if there is a bourgeois majority. A majority for the bourgeois parties must not 
automatically mean a bourgeois government. An alliance between the Labor Party 
and one or more of the parties of the center must remain as a clearly possible 
alternative.” 


Bye's prescription is clear: 


"Why should we isolate ourselves and write off the possibility of taking part in 
a government’ The best thing, in my opinion, is a pure AP government; the next 
best an AP government in combination with a party of the center. There is noth- 
ing at the moment that indicates that we have prepared ourselves to face that 
problem. And it may be a littie late to update the election night plans." 


Defense Man 


it was not long after Odvar Nordli formed his first government that he appointed 
Ronald Bye chairman of the Defense Commission. The general opinion is that he 
did a good job there. We ask what he thinks about the debate on stockpiling. 


“About the so-called radical forces' reaction there is nothing to say. As for 
the first initiative from professional military quarters, it was not the most 
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profound | have experienced. An important point in the Defense Commission's posi- 
tion paper wae precisely that it pointed in the direction of having these stock- 
piles in Sér-Tréndelag, not in North Norway. That will give quite another elastic 

seibility in connection with the defense of Norway, Both militarily and polit- 
cally." 


The Minister 
Ronald Bye believes that 4 person should not stay too long in 4 job a8 minister. 


"Here in the ministry things sometimes really hum. It is a good ministry, with a 
lot of good people." 


He thinks, however, that the political leadership scheme in the ministries should 
be strengthened: 


"] am @ politic.an. I would like to operate in this system as a politician, To- 
day there are too many details that go all the way up to the minister; the time 
is often taken up more with handling details and less with consideration of the 
main policy blems. Regardless of the outcome of the election in the fall, the 
government that takes over then must review the political leadership situation in 
the ministries." 


The Loyal Man 


When Ronald Bye has been outspoken, there have been certain opponents who often 
wanted to complain of a lack of loyalty. But he does not concede that he has 
broken any party discipline: 


"I will be the first to say that we must have order, but not in every connection 
and situation. There was such a situation when the left wing burst out at the 
beginning of the 1970's. That was met at the time with corresponding activity from 
the rest of the party, and therefor. it still seems to me that the excursions that 
| made were justified. Loyalty mut: apply to all." 


And he will be 100 percent loya’ shen it comes to putting into practice the policy 
the party adopts in the decision-making organs: 


"I will not work against a program that has been adopted, but when it comes to a 
thing that has not been adopted, and in discussions of what shall be adopted, I 
reserve the right to participate with my full weight!"

[Text] Monsignor Jose Maria Escriva, aleo known as Josemaria Eecriva de Ralaguer 
y Albas, Marquise of Peralta, who died in Rome during 1975, allegedly received from 
God, long ago in 1928, the mission of creating Opus Dei [God's Work), and was so 
successful that it is today an establishment consisting of 70,000 members, scattered 
over eight dozen countries. 


A native of the town of Barbastro, where he was born on 9 January 1902, Jose Maria 
Eecriva y Albas attended the minor seminary in Logrono and the major seminary in 
Zaragoza, and was ordained a priest at the age of 23. At the same time, he earned 
a law degree from Caesar Augustus University [in Salamanca), completed with a doc- 
torate in Madrid. 


As a young priest, Eecriva left a rather dim image among his colleagues during 
those years between wars. To some, he appeared to be an unsullied priest, the 
epitome of uprightness; to others, he bore the stigma of arrogance, eager for 
aristocratic-ortented contacts. 


He is remembered as a good-looking young man in Zaragoza. Someone told Luis Caran- 
dell, author of “The Life and Miracles of Monsignor Esecriva de Balaguer, Founder of 
Opus Det,’ that on one occasion two beautiful young women from the city, enthralled 
by the “little priest's” physical charms, virtually proposed to him in the middle 
of the street. Jose Maria, angry, reportedly remarked: “You are shameless." 


For a few months, Escriva was pastor in a village of the Caesar Augustus diocese. 
When he left there, a superior of his commented to a resident: “They gave you the 
handsomest priest in the world...” 


Handsome or not, the tonsured priest attempted to head for Madrid, which he quickly 
succeeded in doing. At that time, with his father deceased, he was dependent on 
assistance from his mother; and accompanying Jose Maria to the capital was Dolores 
Eecriva, widow of the esteemed textile merchant, Jose Escriva, or Eecriba, which 

is the family surname in monsignor's baptismal registry. 














A ‘Revised’ Name 


Whereas the change in the surname “Eecriba" to “Becriva” took place while the mer- 
chant wae still alive, possibly during a professional stay in Barcelona ("Escriva" 
sounds Catalan), the addition of the “de Balaguer" which, according to several 

authors, is nonexistent in the Barbastro family, occurred a few years later, at the 
behest of the “handsomest priest" whose aristocratic leanings were to be confirmed 
in 1968, with the qualification for the (vague) title "Marquis of Peralta!’ a title 


as he, in fact, obtained and, years later, waived on behalf of his younger brother, 
tiago. 


Another euphemism: Since “Jose Maria" was too “ordinary” the founder of Opus Dei 
did not rest until be became “Josemaria;’ something new in the annals of Spanish 
patronymice. And “Josemaria” died far from the obscurity in which the “Becriba- 
Eecriva” family had lived in Logrono, when the shortlived store in which the father 
was 4 partner in Barbastro was dissolved, forcing him to be reduced to the status 
of a mere employee. 


At the cime of his death, Monsignor “Josemaria” resided in the palace at No 3 Via 
Bruno Buogzzi, in Rome, located in the “ai Monti Parioli" district. In Rome, he 
served as 4 dowestic prelate for Hie Holiness. From Rome, he wove with skillful 
fingers the threads for fabricating the "Work;' an emporium and empire, with a 
strength of 70,000 “sons” and “daughters! 


From Madrid to Burgos 


In 1926, Jose Maria Eecriva arrived in Madrid, accompanied by his mother and siblings. 
The bishop of the diocese evinced a certain amount of liking for him, at least enough 
to allow him to acquire a doctorate, lecture privately and engage in an apostolate 

in university circles. It was a state of real independence, which the Barbastro 
family member used to good advantage 


In Madrid, the Escrivas began by es ablishing a boardinghouse the nucleus for the 
“Work” As for the latter, it cam: into existence in 1928, according to Jose Maria 
Eecriva's official biographers, Carough “divine revelation” it was rumored for a 
long time by the numerary members. 


However, scholars of the “Opus” phenomenon call attention to the influence wielded 
over it by a certain ANCP (National Catholic Association of Propagandists), of Jesuit 
Father Ayala, the champion of “elite training!’ In advocating what was known as the 
“apostolate of the intellectuala” Escriva followed in the footsteps of his predeces- 
sors. (Incidentally, it should be recalled that, according to well placed observers, 
the Opus De‘ members and Jesuits are now like water and oil: impossible to mix. 
There are references to a relative aloofness on the part of Father Escriva from 
Father Arrupe, superior of the Society of Jesus, which the latter attempted to 
mitigate on several occasions.) 


Soon, the boardinghouse gave rise to the first university residence of its kind 
for the incipient “Work’’ Escriva surrounded himself with 13 disciples, a number 
that decreased to 12 when one of them married. WNote that there were 12, like those 
of Christ, a fact that was commented on extensively in subsequent years. 














The 12 multiplied, Jose Maria Eecriva's righthand man, a doctor in hie own right 
and incidentally holder of the professorship of Roman law at the University of 
Madrid, was another distinguished university figure of noble family, Dr Alvaro del 
Porquillo, who was to be Eecriva's successor as head of Opua Dei. 


The impact of Eacriva's apostolate was great among the scions of the wealthy Spanish 
bourgeoisie, the firet enthusiastic adherents of the "Work" which proposed to them 
three very special virtues: Holy Intransigence, Holy Coercion and Holy Shamelessness 
(an analysis of the monsignor's religious discourse would disclose countless other 
similarly blatant figures of speech). 


What did Escriva demand of the adherents? That they be discreet, but not scrupulous; 
"fishers" of men for Opus Dei; the “best;' that is, preferably with degrees from the 
universities, intelligent and, if possible, with wealth or influential power on the 
family level. The "Work" which mentioned becoming established among "all social 
nd only during the post-war period, had an elitist beginning which marked it 
orever. 


In this entire process, the doctrinal realm had to be demarcated. In 1934, Jose 
Maria Eecriva wrote a first draft, “Spiritual Considerationa;’ a little book filled 
with combative maxima and aphorisms marked by naivete. In 1939, when more mature, 
he completed and published the famous "Road" also comprised of maxims: 999 in all. 
These two small apostolate manuals, a “Holy Rosary" published in 1945 and dated 
from the Fatima shrine, “Current Issues of Christianity,’ the "Christ Who Passes" 
and the posthumous “Friends of God" would be the “summa” of Escriva's thinking. 
There are some who seek other pearls in his doctoral thesis, "The Abbess of Las 
Huelgas,’ but without any great results. 


Translated into dozens of languages, "Road" is a typical product of the passion 

that was experienced on the Nationalist side in the Spanish Civil War, according 

to vitriolic critics. Was not the writing of the little book finished in Burgos, at 
the time when this city was the “capital of the Franco forces"? Does it not mention 
one of the best known maxims of the comrades in arms of the "Madrid front"? (A 
"Madrid front" which, of course, would disappear from the majority of the transla- 
tions.) 


A brief selection will guide the reader along this winding path: 


"Marriage is for the troops without rank, and not for the general staff of Christ. 
Thus, while eating is a need for all individuals, procreating is only a need for 
the species, from which remarkable persons may be dissociated." 


“How fruitful is silence! All the energy that you lose for me with your lack of 
discretion is energy that you rob from the efficacy of your work. Be discreet!" 


"Be small, very small. Do not be over 2 years old, three at most; because the 
youngsters are rascals who already try to deceive their parents with unbelievable 
lies." 


"Listen to me, you who are involved in science up to your eyebrows: your science 
cannot deny me the truth about diabolical activity.” 
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"You (so you think) have a great personality: your studies, your research work, 
your publications, your social position, your surnames, your political activities, 
the positions that you hold, your possessions..." 


"Give a supernatural motive to your everyday professional work, and your work 
will be sanctified." 


Chaste, discreet, impetuous, holy ae a secretary or in the laboratory, dedicated 

to the "father;' the "sons" would work for the increased benefit of the "Work!" 

A constant goal is the proselytiem "of quality”: bringing the best, the illustrious, 
the future superior cadres to the “Work!’ There is another maxim from the "Road" 
which we leave in Spaniah so as to be better relished: 


"You becoming common? You mediocre? You are a born leader!" 


(According to the lexicographer Julio Martinez Almoyna, the verb [adocenarte] can 
be translated as “being taken for people of low degree" ), 


These “leaders” discipline themselves. At the waist or on one of the thighs, they 
regularly wear a row of thorns, with the thorns turned inward. They even carry it 
6 days a week. And they lash themselves with a small whip the ends of which are 
knotted, or even equipped with lead balle, as a better reminder that the flesh is 
perishable. 


A Legion in the World 


To the members of Opus Dei, Monsignor dscriva was the “father)' the distant "father" 
to whom they had to write one letter a year (of course, he did not reply), addressed 
to the Roman palace on Via Bruno Buozzi. They, the members (the numeraries, who 
were the most important, but oblates as well), considered themselves “sons” and 
“daughters; because a female branch, separate from the male one, was created in 
1930, but never became as large es the male branch. Today, under the orders of 
Alvaro del Portillo, they comprise a legion of 70,000, a veteran army. 


The “Work's"” capacity for grow... is undeniable, despite a constant movement of 
more or less dissident departures (which the new arrivals greatly offset). Some 
authors call attention to another well-known fact: Under the presidency of Opus 
Dei member Jose Maria Albareda, an official agency of the Spanish Ministry of 
Education, the Higher Council for Scientific Research, has served as an ideal 
springboard for the appointment of many grantholders from the "Work" sent forth 
to win over foreign university associates, principally in the United States and 
Latin America. 


‘Octopus Dei’ 


The bibliography on Opus Dei, to be sure, does not overlook its entrenchment in 
the business world, which ‘* considers obvious, ¢d spite the fact that Javier 
Ayesta, the national leader of the "Work" in Spain, told Marcel Niedergang, of 
LE MONDE one day, with great candor, that it was, rather, “something very much 
like the FAO or UNESCO.” 
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The interests of Opus Dei are said to be dispersed: banks, industry, commerce, the 
liberal professions (and polities, which we shall diseuse in another paragraph). 
it possesses 4 little of everything, and net only in ite country of origin, tut 
if the letter mention is made of Rumasa, a perfect example of ite tentacular 
growth! controlling hundreds of business firms, it was aicknamed “Octopus Dei".... 


A sector for which Monsignor Recriva's proselytes have shown particular attraction 
is that of publishing (newspapers, books and magazines), making progress even with 
professionals of the pedigree of Jose Luis Cebrian, the present editor of BL PAIS, 
a Madrid sewepaper which, yeare ago, when it wae the Monarehiat ABC, wae identified 
as 4 apearhead for the “Work! 





it wae aiso in Spain that Opus Del politicians became the backbone of a cabinet, 
the so-called “homogeneous” government (October 1969 to January 1974), in which 
they held no less than the Ministry of Plaaning, with Laureano Lopes Rodeo; the 
Ministry of Industry, and later Poreign Affaire, with Gregorio Lopes Bravo; and 
the Ministry of Commerce, and later Finance, with Lopes de Letona. 


During that period, the “Work” defended iteelf as best it could from the rod of the 
eritics. Por example, in December 1969, 4 recently published book entitled "Why 
Don't You Belong to Opus Deis’ by Evangelina Jardiel, was seized. Two other analyete, 
lewis Carandell and Josep Dalmau, waited from 1971 to 1974 for an opportunity to have 
their worke in print. 


The fact that the “diseretion” of the “Work” is an almost instinctive trait is 
confirmed every time the “dossier” appeare on the pages of books or newspapers. 
John Roche and the TIMDS were the latest to have this experience: the British 
headquartere of the “Sacerdotal Society of the Holy Cross and Opus Dei” disclaimed 
responsibility for their dieclosures, minimizing the material that was published. 


Church, Spain Organizational Linke

|Text) Pive years after the death of ite founder, Monsignor Escriva, Opus Dei is 
increasingly a “church within the Church” and is demanding a status independent of 
the national bishoprice and hierarchies, for which it ay have a very powerful ally, 
the pope himself, John Paul Il. This was the essential disclosure made in Great 
Britain by ite former leader, Prof John Roche, through the pages of the TIMES. 


Roche, a teaching scientist at Linacre College, Oxford, recently broke off from 
the so-called “Sacerdotal Society of the Holy Cross and Opus ei; doing so in a 
espectacular manner: He accused it of pursuing 4 self-interested policy with «4 
view toward abrogating the apostolic constitution, "Provida Mater Ecclesia; of 

2 February 1947, promulgated by Pius XIl, whereby it was accepted as 4 secular 
institution; while at the same time attempting, at 411 costs, to obtain the canoni- 
zation of the founder. 


Pounded in 1926, Opus Dei actually became established in the Spanish State at the 
end of the Civil War of 1936-39 (1940 is the date of the "green light” given by 
the then archbishop of Madrid, Eijo Garay, for ite intensely proselytizing activi- 
ties). Subsequently, Monsignor Eecriva attempted, and succeeded in transforming 
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“Opus” inte 4 secular institution, hut the statue soon proved too slight for his 
ambitions, and se lseriva tried to given the impression that the "Work, as it was 
commonly termed in the country of origin, would, after all, be an association of 

the faithful, rather than a mere secular institution, and needed extensive resources, 
iecriva's successor, Alvaro del Portillo, is reportedly working for this now. 


Were ie where the disclosures made by Prof John Roche come in, The Oxford scientist, 
a “top” dissident from the British branch, even gives the names of several cardinals 
from the Curia, close to John Paul 11, a6 backers of that new future statue, aleo 
claiming that the pope would approve of the transformation. 


The TIMES, having received from Roche a large amount of secret material from (and 
about) Opus Dei, conducted subsequent investigations concerning thie remarkably 
“pressing” matter which, on 12 January, was given a front page headline citing 

4 long article by Clifford Langley and Dan van der Vat. 


Essentially, this investigation did not go much beyond what was already known from 
books and articles by Aifonso C. Comin, Daniel Artigues, Jesus Yafant, Yvon le 
Vaillant, Hane re voa Balthasar, Armando Segura of Luise Carandell, and the clain 
that John Roche « “papere” conetituted a first disclosure of “basic material” about 
Opus Dei ie ra.her exaggerated.

To hasty 
obeervers, this was the beginning of the end of the “Work! 


john Roche says, and repeats, that ‘hie is a delusion: Not only is the "Work" deeply 
entrenched; it has even gained 4 .econd wind with the papacy of John Paul II. 


lie mentions several “friendly” cardinals assigned to key poste in the Curia (al! 

at the designation of Karol Woytila). Por example, there is Cardinal Baggio, head 

of the Congregation of Bishops. And a brief digression is in order here. Recently, 
there wae a vote in this congregation on Opus Dei's ambition to have its own prelacy, 
which would release it from the national hierarchies. True, this desideratum was 
defeated, but by only one vote (and one wonders what will happen in 4 next (possible) 
voting). 


Another well pla.ed “friend” is eaid to be Cardinal Oddi, head of the Congregation 
of Pathers. And there ic another as well, Cardinal Palazzini, head of the Congrega~ 
tion of the Cause of the Saints, who has control of the process of canonizing the 
founder of Opus Dei. There — indications that Palagzini is, or was alined with 
the most retrogressive Spanish cardinals, with the reminder, among other details, 
that in 1972 he signed a controversial document scoring the aloof attitude of the 
Spanish Episcopal Conference toward the inflexible Franco regime.

The TIMES’ sources did not fail to take note of the fact that the University of 
Navarta, 4 creation of Opue Dei and ite intellectual servant, was the headquarters, 
in the spring of 1980, for an important preliminary conference of the Bishope' 
Synod. 


The rumor is epreading that Opus Dei wante control of Vatican Radio, which would 
leave it in 4 situation that would not fail to be disturbing to many Catholice. 


‘Shadows of What They Were’ 


It is difficult to say whether the “papers” made available to the TIMES by John 
Roche confirm all this bulk of information or not. The newspaper claims to have 
had access to his collection of “official secret documents describing the internal 
life and ultimate goals (of Opus Dei),” quoting the professor in selected portions 
of the "dossier," 


On one point, Roche was very direct: We declared: “The Work is a church within the 
Church, loyal only to iteelf in the last analysis, and peychologically dangerous 
to ite members.” 


tte added: “Personal identity suffers dreadful damage. There are members who have 
been reduced to shadows of what they were; while others are deeply disturbed. Opus 
Dei should be the object of 4 serious, exhaustive investigation by the Church.”

[Text] “Opus Dei has no purpose other than to serve the Catholic Church,” 0 JORNAI 
was told by Dr Luie Jorge Rebelo Pereira, director of Opus Dei's Information 
Services in Portugal, in connection with accounts given in a recent article 
published by the British newspaper, the TIMES, which cited the intention of that 
religious organization to obtain a status independent of the Catholic Church hier- 
archy. Or Luis Jorge Rebelo Pereira also told us, “The members of Opus Dei lead 
a normal life; and the organization does not interfere with their social, profes- 
sional or political life in any way;" justifying Opus Dei's excessive secrecy 
with the idea of “diacretion” which inspires ite activity. The type of person 
who joins Opus Dei, and its goals and activity in our country, were also topics 
of the interview that we publish herewith, held by Lurdes Peio.

Kh, Pereira: tt te an inetitution of the Catholic Church whose members strive to 
live the Christian virtues, each in his own respective position and living condt- 
tions, and in the exercise of his own profession and occupation in society; thus 


carrying Out an apostolate of announcing the doctrine of Christ by example and 
by word, 


The goals of Opus Del may be summarized in a comment made by Monsignor Eecriva de 
Balaguer, in an interview with Pedro Rodrigues, published in the Madrid magazine 
PALABRA, in 1967, which is the following: “The only goal of Opue Dei has always 
been this: to contribute, in the midst of the world, and the temporal realities 
and tasks, to the presence of men and women of all races and all social conditions 
who try to love and serve God and all others, in their work and through it.” 


|Question| What was the date and place of the founding of Opus Dei? 


|Anewer|] Opus Dei was founded in Spain on 2 October 1928, by Monsignor Eecriva de 
Balaguer who, 2 years iater, on 14 February 1930, founded the Women's Section. 

in ite beginnings, the apostolic work of Opus Dei spread among university students 
and in the »%oo. districts of Madrid. From the outeet, it had diocesan approval; 
and, between 1943 and 1950, it received all the approval from the Holy See. 


[Question] How did Opus Dei's activity develop in other countries, especially 
Portugal’ 


|Anewer] In 1940, its apostolic activi.y started in Portugal; and, a few years 
later, in Great Britain, France, Italy, the United States, Mexico and Ireland. 
After 1949-50, its geographical expansion increased, and it is now scattered 
throughout all the continents. At present, nearly 70,000 members of 60 different 
nationalities belong to Opus Dei. 


|Question|) Could you give us an esi mate of the number of Opus Dei members in 
Portugal at the present time? 


|Anewer!] We eee no need to publish membership lists. We think that whether or not 
one belongs to Opus Dei is a personal matter for each individual, and that it would 
not be proper, nor offer any benefit to give numbers. 


[Question] Doeen't that view reveal a certain amount of secrecy that has guided Opus 
Dei in ite activity? 


[Anewer] W are not at all concerned about secrecy, but only discretion. We have 
no wish whatsoever to appear as a massive force with respect to public opinion. I 
aveelf do not know many Opus Dei members in Portugal, and those whom | do know |! 
met only by chance, at meetings which I occasionally attend. Whether or not one 
belongs to Opus Dei is a pe~ al matter for each individual, | repeat. 


‘A Normal Life’ 


[Question] You mentioned meetings to us. We would now ask you what the everyday 
activity of an Opus Dei member in Portugal ir like. 
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|Anewer|] The activity of an Opus Dei member in Portugal is the same ae that of other 
Opus Del members in other countries, The members lead 4 normai life like that of 
any other citizen! some work, othera study, or are housewives; Opus Dei does not 


interfere at all with the social, professional or political life of any of ite 
membere. 


Our activity is essentially apostolic. We engage in work with the professional and 
social groups of which we are a part, doing what anyone would do when he thinke that 
he has truth in his possession! announcing it, and passing it on to others, We do 
not use processes of distributing leaflets from door to door, a8 some groupe do. 

The meetings which we sometimes hold take place for apecific reasons, such as 
planning 4 Mase, cultural work, ete, 





[Question] In addition to ite members, does Opus Dei also have many sympathizers? 


|Anewer| Yee, we have many cooperators, who have decided to collaborate with Opus 
Dei because they feel that the organization is doing mankind some good through ite 
social and cultural action, Many of those cooperatore are not Catholics, and not 
even Christians. Por example, | can tell you that there is 4 Protestant prelate 
in Portugal who ise collaborating with Opus Dei. 


[Question| Is Opus Dei in Portugal aleo engaged in the “apostolate of the intel - 
lectuale”ae it is in Spain? 


|Anewer] Opus Dei has among ite members individuals from all professionals and 41) 
social strata, from influential personages to farmers, workers, students and house- 
wives. As an organization of a purely spiritual nature, Opus Dei by no means inter- 
feres with the social or professional life of the individuals. If, perchance, Opus 
Dei members discharge functions in high-ranking national positions in a country, 
thie is merely due to the fact that they are considered competent persons in their 
field, and not because they belong to Opus Dei. 


Collegiate Government 
[Question| Who ie the principal head of Opus Dei in Portugal’ 


|Anewer|] The government of Opus Dei is collegiate, with the General President 
assisted by a General Council, which has ite headquarters in Rome; and in each 
country there is an analogous entity, headed by the councilor. In Portugal at 
the present time, the position is held by Rew Dr Jorge Margarido Correia. 


[Question] In an article recently published in the TIMES, Opus Dei was accused of 
seeking a status independent of the Catholic hierarchies. Would you care to commet 
on that charge?’ 


[Answer] Opus Dei has no purpose other than always to serve the Catholic Church, 
with the grace of God; it has worked and is working throughout the world in union 
with the diocesan bishops, whom it esteems and honors, as successors of the aposties, 
and it faithfully and totally abides by their instructions. Opus Dei by no means 
wants 4 privileged position within the Catholic Church, nor (what would be the same 
thing) a position dissociated from the hierarchy. 
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Furthermore, since 1950 Opus Dei has had ite status definitively approved by the 
Holy See, which proves that the latter recognises its role associated with that 


of the hierarchy, tf there were any attempt at independence, or at deviating from 
it@ guidelines, the Church would not accept it among ite members, 


(Question) Can it be ascertained whether there are, of have been, Portuguese politi- 
Clans affillated with Opus Dei, ae was the case in Spain? 


|Anewer) | have no knowledge of any, but neither can I see to what extent that could 
be important. In Spain, the fact that three ministers simultaneously belonged to 
Opus Dei caused the organization to be accused of interfering with political acti- 
vity, which is untrue, Those individuals were ministers because they were consider- 
ed competent for those positions for professional reasons, end they may well have 
included Catholics, Protestants, or members of party A or 8. Moreover, | remind 
you here of 4 comment made by the then Cardinal Luciani, who was elected pope a4 
month later, with the name John Paul I, in an article published in 11 GASSETINO DE 
VENEZA, on 25 July 1978: “lt sometimes happens that one of the members of Opus Dei, 
whom the Work only helps to make free choices, in politics ae well, holds an impor- 
tant position. This is his own affair, not that of Opus Dei. In 1957, when a high- 
ranking personsge congratulated Eacriva because a member of the Work had been named 
4 minister in syain, he received thie rather sarcastic response: ‘What does it 
matter to me whether he is 4 sinister or 4 eweeper? What matters is that he become 
sanctified in his work.’ This response contains the entire image of Escriva and the 
spirit of Opus Dei. Let each one become sanctified with his work, as 4 minister 
too, if he is given that position, let him become truly sanctified. Anything else 
matters little.” 


Another quotation could also be given, this time from Pope John Paul Il, during a4 
sermon delivered at Castelgandoife on 29 Auguet 1979: “The purpose of your institu- 
tion is to sanctify life, while remaining in the world, in the position of a worker, 
or in a profession; to live the Goer | in the world, but immersed in the world, to 
traneform and redeem it with Chri c's own love! Yours is truly 4 great ideal, 
which from ite beginnings predated .se theology of laymen, which was to character- 
ize the Council and Post-Counci!) ‘.urch later (...) Members of, and combined with 
thie joyful and suffering sankine, you want to live it, to enlighten it and to 

eave it. May you be blessed and always encouraged in this intention of yours!” 


|\Question] Did the death of Monsignor Escriva de Balaguer in 1975 bring about any 
changes in Opus Dei, or did his successor retain his orientation’ 


l\Anewer! The founder of Opus Dei, Monsignor Eecriva de Balaguer, died with the 
reputation of sanctity on 26 June 1975. On that occasion, his successor, Rev Dr 
Alware del rtille, declared: “What will Opus Dei do now? Continue on the road: 
do what we have aivave done, from the moment when the Lord took our founder to 
himeelf as well. Continue on the road, with the spirit that he left clearly 
defined for us, in an unequivocal aanner.”

in the interview that we are publishing today, Margarida 
Marques points out to us, amone other things, the reasons on 
which the victory of her tick.t was based. She also discusses 
the topic of JS [Socialist Youth|-PS relations and outlines 
for us the prospects for the organization headed by her, with 
regard to the future. 


[Question] In the opinion of the rew secretary-coordinator of Socialist Youth, 
what is the significance of the vii tory of the ticket headed by Margarida Marques’ 


|Anewer|] I think that our prog,.matic platform, approved in the congress, was 
accepted by the great majority of the party members, because it introduced into J5 
a new form of action among young persons, thus turning JS into 4 more active 
organization, more vigorous, more dynamic, closer to the everyday activity of 

the youth. 


In addition to that, we submitted a strategy proposal in which we specified the 
way for implementing the approved programmatic platform. 


[Question] Does the fact that two cickets appeared in the recent congress, in 
Vila do Conde, mean that there are two factions in JS at present’ 


[Anewer! We initiated the - ess of submission and discussion of the platform. 
We discussed it with the great majority of the JS celle making up the collective 
body that subscribed to the document “An Autonomous and Dynamic JS" that later 
submitted the winning ticket. 


[Question] Are there major differences betweon your ticket and the one headed 
by Luis Patrao’ 
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\Anewer) There are different forms of action. We are seeking a renovated JS that 
Will be able to react politically to the problem of young persons. 


\Question) Can it be understood from what you said that the defeated ticket would 
try to carry out its activity among the youth “apolitically”? 


[Anewer) It i@ not very clear from the platform submitted by the other ticket. 


(Question) Can your ticket, that is to say, the new J@ leadership, be associated 
with any of the political factions in PS? 


|Anewer) As we advocate in the approved program, we are seeking to make J8 an 
dependent organi#ation. And the independence of JS depends also on its indepe: 
dence with regard to the various factions in PS. 


As 1 have said various times, the victory of our program <= and consequently of our 
ticket «= does not mean victory of any of the factions in PS. 


(Question) But can it not be said that the existence of several factions in PS 
may in Some way have given rise to the appearance of another ticket? 


\Anewer) J5, a8 4 political organization of young persons, must be, as I said a 
short time ago, an autonomous organisation with regard to PS, if political soli- 
darity in defense of the socialist project is not involved. 


Emergence of the two lists is not directly tied to the existence of the various 
factions in PS. 


[Question] But it is more or less common knowledge that the appearance of one of 
the lists is a reflection of more or less direct interference by PS leaders in- 
volved with it. 


[Anewer) It is now public knowledge that there was, in fact, activity by PS lead- 
ere in defense of the other ticket. 


[Question] And, if that ticket lost, is it not appropriate to say that, with it, 
the leaders who were betting on it also lost? 


|[Anewer| At least there was, on the part of the delegates, rejection of and oppo- 
sition to the “paternalistic spirit” with which an attempt was made to serve as 
guardian of JS. 


‘In Pact, Now There Ise Continuous Action’ 


(Question) Is it not possible for the victory of your ticket to be also the vic- 
tory of the line followed by the previous leadership? 


\Anewer)] We are all aware that, during these last 2 years, JS has not always been 
capable of assuming its responsibility as an organization of leftist youth advocat- 
ing a democratic, self-managing socialist society. 
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Nevertheless, we were the ones who, in May 1979, on the proposal of Comrade Carlos 
Cesar, started a policy of alliances in the schools with other young persons (from 
ASDI [Independent Social Democratic Association) and VEDS [Leftist Union for 
Socialiat Democracy] and even independent leftist youth, giving rise in practice, 
in the echoole, to what later became the spirit that originated the FRS | Republi- 
ean and Socialiat Front). 


Also other issues, Like protection of life quality, ecology, and so on, were issues 
introduced by us within the organisation. 


it should be pointed out, however, that most of the members + went from the pre- 
vious National Committee to the present one were on the ticket now defeated. 


In fact, there is continuous action now, owing to the strategy platform that was 
approved, more dynamic activity 4.4 more vigorous work. 


(Question) The process that made Luis Patrao a deputy, passing over the previous 
leader of JS, Jose leitac, has never been well explained to the members of that 
political organigation. Is it possible that the activity of Deputy Jose Leitao 
was negative? .11l you please throw some light on this matter? 


[Anewer) The activity of Comrade Jose Leitao, as deputy, was positively recognized 
by many young persons, because he always had, during the legislature, a concern for 
submitting bills that could solve the more urgent problems of young persons, espe- 
cially with regard to youth unemployment. 


With the appearance of Luis Patrao as ceputy, an attempt was made to get the jump 
on the decision of the congress. 


At the time, it was no’ clear to the party members that Comrade Jose Leitao, secre- 
tary-coordinator, did not appear o ‘the list of candidates for deputy. In my 
opinion, that matter is considerably more clear today. 


[Question] Coneretely, and briefly, what were the most important happenings in 
this congress? 


[Answer] Approval of the proposal to change the statutes, making JS an organiza~ 
tion with more participation, in which all the members have more direct participa- 
tion in our organization's activity, was basically important.

(Question) In view of the results at Vila do Conde, do you foresee that, next Sun- 
day, there will be more than one ticket running for the National Secretariat? 





|[Anewer) We are going to submit a ticket that, according to the statutes, will 
have five comrades from Lisbon and five representing various regions of the coun- 
try. 


[Question] How would you view election of a secretariat friendly to the defeated 
ticket? 


[Anewer) The comrades on the other ticket were opposed, in the congress, to the 
statutes proposal that was approved and to the programmatic and strategic program. 
They certainly would not now be the comrades best suited for implementing these 
proposals. 


(Question) Would you agree to be secretary-coordinator in that case? 


[Answer] The secretary-coordinator is elected in congress and not in the National 
Committee.

[Question] What is your opinion on the recent proposal for changing the PS sta- 
tutes to the effect of making it mandatory for all socialist party members who are 
unionized to join the UGT (General Wmion of Workers)? 


|\Answer] Personally, I advocate that freedom should be given to socialist party 
members to join those labor unions that best defend their interests as workers. 


The labor union issue and labor union choice must be independent of political par- 
ties.

{Text} 1. Troops from Guatemala and Honduras have just intervened militarily in 
El Salvador, seeking to quell che revolutionary offensive of the Salvadoran people 
and to safeguard the civil-military junta which has committed the gost monst ruocus 
crimes against the people of that country. 


The gravity of events in El Salvador has stirred up a vast international movement 
of solidarity with the Salvadoran people and condemnation of the foreign 
aggression of which they are the victims. 


Throughout 1980, over 10,000 Salvadorane of the most diverse classes and social 
strata, political affiliations and religious persuasions have been assassinated, 
including the highest dignitary of the Salvadoran Church, Cardinal Romero. In the 
face of the genocide perpetrated by the fascist junta in the service of the 
oligarchy and of imperialism, and culminating 50 years of struggle against bloody 
dictatorship, the Salvadoran people, organized around the Revolutionary Democratic 
Front--the mass political organization which comprises all the antifascist 
democratic and revolutionary forces--and enrolled militarily in the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front, launched a powerful offensive, seeking through 
general strike and armed struggle to bring down the savage dictatorship and, 
finally, to win freedom, democracy and national independence and to build a future 
of peace and social progress. 


2. The struggle of the Salvadoran people is a part of the rising revolutionary 
and liberating struggle of the Central American peoples, reflected in the triumph 
of the Sandinist revolution in Nicaragua in July 1979. Worth American 
imperialism, which participated openly in overthrowing democratic governments and 
stifling popular struggles (as in the invasion of Guatemala in 1954 and the 
Dominican Republic in 1965) is using the most varied means to encourage and 
support the reactionary and fascist dictatorships in that area. 


In light of che increasing internal isolation of the Salvadoran junta, [the 
imperialists] planned and organized the military intervention now being 
perpetrated by the dictatorial regimes of Guatemala and Honduras, seeking to 
stifle the popular struggle in El Salvador and to halt the progress of the Latin 
American people's struggle for liberation. 
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3. In view of euch serious events, the PCP [Portuguese Communiat Party) cannot 
fail to emphasize the profound hypocrisy of the imperialists’ systematic 
anticommunist campaigns, specifically those orchestrated around events in 
Afghanistan and Poland, in contrast to their support and intervention in defense 
of fascist dictatorships that are guilty of every type of crime against the most 
basic human rights. 


4. The PCP declares ite firm militant solidarity with the people of El Salvador, 
the Democratic Revolutionary Front and the brave fighters of the Farabundo Marti 
National Liberation Front.

[Rxcerpte) Madrid--Criticiem of the goverment for ite attempts to create a neoliberal

However, thie etrategy wae not clearly explained at the meeting with the presse, 
perhaps in the hope that another series of evente would take place, especially the 
resolution of the centrist Congress. The socialist leader did use the meeting, 
however, to repeat his party's position as regards Spain's most pressing inter- 
national relations questions, such ae joining the ERC and NATO, and negotiation of 
the bilateral treaties with the United States. Replying to reporters’ questions, 
Pelipe Gonzales etated that the strategy worked out by the socialist executive 
committee could not be separated from any possible events occurring before the next 
elections, which the PSOE expects in 1983, although it does not rule out the pos- 
sibility of early elections, which the socialiete neither desire or favor. 


Thies possibility was not overlooked in the deliberations of the socialist execut ive 
committee, and eo Felipe Gonzales expressed some thoughts on the subject. He predicted 
thet sext epring or at the beginning of next summer an effort would be made by the 
political forces to give definite shape to the political epectrum, with « view to 

the general elections. To the inevitable question about the socialists’ preparations 
for « possible accession to power, the secretary general of the PSOE said that his 
party was “in a better position to assume authority than the other political forces,” 
adding that hie information is that right cow hie party has great possible appeal to 
the electorate, which is reason enough, i» hic opinion, for anyone who sight convoke 
early elections sot to do so right away. 
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Ae wae natural, he accepted the fact that if a “stronger rightist" line were adopted 
‘yy *'Ne government party=<he would not admit that the UCD could move to the right, 
einee he understands that it te already on the right=-his party would be benefited 
in the elections, “if we play it right.” We also thought that it would be dangerous 
te try--and he thinks it will be tried=--a Portuguese-type solution, 


The high point of his statements came when he assessed the socioeconomic situation, 
Felipe Gongales said that the administration had witnesse’ a progressive deterioration 
in the situation, "The government~<he said-<has not reacted in time, and there is no 
hope that it is going to do eo this year.” He accused the government of giving in 

to the temptation of promoting a neoliberal economic policy of “the survival of the 
fittest,” which in his opinion is not in the country's interests, does not help to 
solve the crisis or to focus on the problem of interest rates, and means the failure 
of many companies, He criticized the fact that neither this measure nor the recent 
rise in electricity rates have been explained; according to the data, these rates 
have risen by almost 70 pere nt in a year and a half. 


"Since a framework agreement has not been signed-<he said--the country could experience 
4 serious increase in labor strife and could have 7.5 million unemployed by 1982, 

In my opinion tiie would be dangerous for institutional and democratic development.

[Statement by Basque leftist parties; date not specificd) 


[Text] Since 1953 and without belonging to NATO, the Spanish State has become 
a theater of war in the service of the plans, strategy and interests of U.S. 
policy through ite military bases and economic penetration. 


When Franco died, U.S. imperialism was interested in bringing about a change in 
government structures which would make the Spanish State look like a “democratic” 
country in the eyes of the world without this meaning an actual dismantling of 
the Francoist apparatus. 


Thus on 25 January 1976, Areilza and |.issinger signed the Spanish-American 
treaty in Madrid, which included not only the continuity of military bases in 
the Spanish State but the entire movement of a domestic and foreign nature as 
well, aimed at supporting the monarchy and having it play amore active role in 
favor of "Western World” interests ‘hile preparations for NATO membership were 
simultaneously taking shape in 4 very concrete way. 


With the signing of the treaty, 1 Spanish-American council was established to 
“have under its auspices an ec. omic committee, a joint committee for technical- 
scientific cooperation, a joint committee for cultural and educational affairs 
and a joint committee for political-military and administrative affairs.” Which 
is to say, an entire de facto government. 


According to the treaty's Complementary Agreement, “the two governments agree 
to maintain the normal flow of direct investments from the United States to 
Spain.” 


Which means th. in the current state of world economic crisis, the working class 
of the peoples o: the Spanish State will pay for the U.S. crisis. (Reorganiza- 
tion of maritime, chemical and iron and steel sectors, etc., nuclear powerplants 
etc.) 


The treaty's complementary agreeme:.: No 5 refers to the establishment of a 
“joint coordinating and planning sta.f for the armed forces of Spain and the 
United States and other forces devoted to the defense of the North Atlantic.” 








The joint etaff=-the agreement continues--will be a vehicle for providing 
Spanish armed forces with U.S. doctrine and information which they may need 
for proper logistic and strategic coordination within the area of common 
interest. 


With the current estate of international tension, formal entry into NATO means: 
massive use of the territory of the peoples of the Spanieh State ae 4 military 
base, nuclear stockpile and missile-launching base; participation in military 
operations prompted by imperialiem to subdue other peoples; reinforcement of 
militaristic and reactionary forces within the Spanish State; more military 
expenditures; the establishment of elite groups for counterrevolutionary repres- 
sion, increased military control over political life: etc.

[Text] Las Palmae--"My country hae never given aid to the ETA [Basque Pather land 
and Liberty Group] terrorist organization,” the Libyan Minister of Foreign Affairs 
[ae publiehed), ‘Abd al-‘Atit ‘Ubaydi, hae declared in thie Canary Ielande capital. 
He had just be. visiting 11 African countries to explain Libya's position regarding 
the Chad problem. 


"My country recognizes the Spanish regions and respects their aspirations and 
autonomies, but in addition to thie it feele a great respect for the sovereignty of 
the Spanish estate,” emphasized the sinister from Qadhdhafi's cabinet. “Libya has 
never given assistance to the ETA for precisely those reasons already expressed, and 
aleo because we hate violence and terrorism and are friends of Spain." 


‘Abd al~'Atd ‘Ubaydi referred to the Sahara and the Polisario Front, asserting that 
his country will continue to aid thee. “The Treaty of Madrid wae not correct. |! 
think that Spain in the end will re..iese ite error.” Later he attacked France for 
ite military intervention in Africa, and said “we will do everything possible to 
make them get out.” 


He also referred to oil supplies, proposing intelligent and rational negotiation 
between the Arab and European countries, “during which we may come to an agreement 
on the prices of crude and the prices of industrially produced manufactured products 
which the Arab countries are interested in, and which they need.”

SUBMARINE PURCHASES TO STIMULATE DEFENSE LNDUSTRY 
Copenhagen BERLINGSKE AFTEN in Danish 16 Jan 61 pp 8-9 
[Article by Victor Andersen] 


[Text] In the past Denmark has produced all its own sub- 
marines but in regard to the upcoming renewal of half the 
submarine fleet negotiations are under way with two foreign 
shipyards. But demands will be made for substantial sub- 
contracting in Denmark. Industrial orders amounting to 

1 billion kroner are anticipated. This could be the 
second largest arms deal of the century for Danish indus- 
try after the F-16 agreement with its compensation target 
of 1.2 billion. The article describes the various forms 
of joint production that have been tried in connection 
with airplane and tank purchases and determines whether 
Danish industry's joint production of the F-16 fighter 
bomber should be described as a success or a fiasco. 


When Denmark received its first F-16 fighter bomber last 26 January in what 
has been called the arms deal of the century defense acquisitions and national 
poesy merged in « higher unity. On that occasion the air force sent one of 
the aging F-100 planes over Skrydstrup Air Station with the first new F-16 and 
one of the inspired journalistic reports compared it to sending a bottom-heavy 
duck aloft with an elegant swallow. 


Music also had its turn when the Slesvig Foot Regiment's Music Corps at the 
sight of squadron leader C. Hvidt and air force chief Niels Holst-Sorensen in 
the F-16 cockpit broke out with “Those Magnificent Men and Their Flying Ma- 
chines.” The 230 guests broke into applause, presumably warmed by the idea of 
the billion-kroner order the F-16 deliveries would produce for Danish industry. 


But today there must be some industry people who don't feel quite so magnifi- 
cent. This gust be true of the leaders of the A. P. Moller-owned Danish Indus- 
try Syndicate, DISA which received U.S. cancellations for the gear box orders 
that were supposed to account for a twelfth of the total Danish joint produc- 
tion worth 1.2 billion in good 1975 kroner. 
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Second Largest Arms Project 


This cancellation, now the subject of Litigation to determine its legal con- 
tent and justification, led the Radical Liberal defense spokesman Jens Bilgrav- 
Nielsen to blow an immediate retreat for part of the F-16 acquisitions, He 
said Denmark should stop at accepting the 48 planes to which we are committed 
in the first round but not the additional 10 that were ordered later, It would 
not distress Bilgrav-Nielsen particularly if Denmark called off the entire air- 
plane deal. 


Social Democratic vice chairman Inge Fischer Moller is also sounding the re- 
treat melody. She too feels that Denmark can get along without the last 10 
F-l6 fighter bombers. 


But they are confronted with a composed defense minister, Poul Sogaard, who 
says that one can always cancel anything but one must pay what this costs the 
suppliers in the way of losses. His message is clear enough: Denmark must 
not run away from its F-16 commitments. 


At the same tire defense calculations show that if we ignore wage inflation 
and the dep.cciation of the krone for which Denmark itself is responsible the 
F-l16 has actually declined in price. 


The defense minister's resistance is probably also stiffened by the knowledge 
that a Danish breach of contract could jeopardize the total joint production-- 
and not just the gear boxes. 


If we ignore DISA's misfortune--which meant that only 69 million kroner of an 
order for 145 million actually came through--the truth is that the Danish 
joint production is going well, without any friction. Several of the dozen 
odd Danish subcontractors are earn: . quite large amounts. In addition some 
of them are acquiring a knowledg:. cf technology and leadership they would 
otherwise have missed out on. 


ln addition--and this will be news to many firms and job sites--we are about 

to get a new and large joint production assignment. On top of the F-16 ar- 
rangements--the biggest arms deal of the century--preparations are now under 
way for what might be the second biggest arms deal of the century for Danish 
industry. The armed forces and the Industrial Affairs Ministry are deep in 
marketing studies and technical probes with reference to the renewal of half 
our submarine fleet, a total of six vessels. The subs will be built by foreign 
firms but jo'nt production demands of at least 1 billion kroner will be made, 
putting tha in the same class as the F-16 joint production, estimated at 1.2 
billion. 


The final confirmation of the submarine renewal project must come from the 
appropriations authorities Lt people in the armed forces are fairly certain 
that the submarine renewal project ci avoid all the partisan shoals that al- 
ways threaten a new defense compromise. 





As Rear Admiral 1, B, Rodholm, chief of the Defense Command's materiel staff, 
said: ‘The submarine renewal is part of all the alternatives we are working 
with and detailed talks are already being held with the most Likely suppliers, 
the Swedish Kockums Shipyard in Malmo and Kieler Howaldts Werke, The first 
firm works with the Swedish armed forces and the second with the Federal Repub- 
lic, When these talks are concluded, perhaps in a few months, we will proceed 
with a recommendation to the Defense Ministry." 


But doesn't Denmark usually produce .ts own submarines? 


"Yes, that is what we have done up to now, But submarine construction requires 
a running production and it cannot be said we have had that in Denmark, Our 
three oldest submarines, ‘Delfinen,' "Spaekhuggeren' and ‘Tumleren' were put 
into service in 1956-58 and 'Springeren’ was launched in 1963, Only ‘Narhvalen' 
and 'Nordkaperen’ are newer. The naval dockyard engineers are simply not what 
they have been and the last two submarines we produced followed German designs. 
So we will have to resign ourselves to the fact that our construction period 

is over. But that does not apply to production. We are aiming at Danish co- 
production of at least 100 percent." 


Will several purchasing nations be involved as was the case in the F-16 ar- 
rangement? 


"This is being studied at the moment but no decision has been made yet.” 
Behind Barbed Wire 


Under the Industrial Affairs Ministry a committee has been set up under the 
leadership of department head H. 0. Christiansen to administer compensation 
orders in connection with defense purchases. The daily work at the ministry 

is handled by expediting secretary Kate Galle whose efforts are highly esteemed 
by industry. The Industrial Council for its part has a Compensation Committee 
whose chairman is director Povl Paulsen from the firm of Per Udsen Aircraft In- 
dustry in Grena. His firm produces parts under the first compensation agree- 
ment ever made, with SAAB in 1968 on the Draken and Viggen planes, as well as 
under the most recent one involving the F-16, 


Director Paulsen can be found in a firm surrounded by a barbed wire fence and 
workers there must check out and in according to a code system. He said that 
these are not NATO requirements but something the firm itself decided on after 
a series of break-ins. The firm, dating from 1953, was originally a VVS [ ex- 
pansion unknown | firm, but now it manufactures energy and arms equipment. 

In the arms category mostly wing parts and suspension equipment, known as 
pylons in aviation terminology. The firm has about 200 employees, an annual 
production including recycled materials of roughly 90 million kroner and is one 
of the companies that has done well from the F-16 deal. Each krone earned is 
used to increase technological capacity. In addition to General Dynamics (the 
major contractor for the F-16) and SAAB-Scania, Westland Helicopters, Ltd. of 
England Delco Electronics of California are among the firm's customers. 
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Director Paulsen said of compensation deals in the broadest sense that they 
are increasingly common in international trade: 


"From a liberal point of view they are an evil and as — small country from a 
population as well as a technology standpoint Denmark should be opposed to 
them, But the current is going the other way and we must accept that, Both 
French and Belgian firms now make compensation demands when they put contracts 
out for bids, In northern Europe Norway has done this diligently for a long 
time--when ships were ordered from Swedish shipyards. And the big multina- 
tional concerns, several of which have divisions in Denmark, have special 
offices to handle compensation matters," 


Keels Not Laid for Submarines 


Joint production can refer to several different things incidentally. It can 
be--as in the case of the F-l6--a direct affair with Danish-produced parts 
going tanto the airplanes bought by the armed forces. But joint production can 
also be indirect. This was the case when the Danish armed forces in the mid- 
1970's bought the German-produced Leopard tank from the firm of Krauss-Maffei. 
Lt was a Danis» requirement then that Danish firms be guaranteed deliveries 
correspondirs uot just to the purchase price but to 125 percent of the price. 
The German supplier agreed and saw to it that many of the firm's subcontractors 
committed themselves to buying Danish products. These sales ran up to 635 mil- 
Lion kroner and 300 Danish firms in all were involved in the arrangement which 
was carried out to the letter. 


Included among the Danish suppliers were Burmeister & Wain with diesel engines, 
Aalborg Shipyard with boilers, Kosan Cylindric with mufflers, Semco with elec- 
trical consoles for ships, Hi-Press with air-conditioning plants, Ginge with 
fire-extinguishing materiel, Nilfisk and Atlas with fresh-water generators, 
Orthofon with pickup arms and Ampl‘ an with fog signals. 


lt was revealed by the Industrial Council's secretariat, where department head 
Jorgen Stein and office chief Er'ing Petersen work on these things that this 
was a pure case of indirect compensation since none of the Danish products 
delivered were used in the tanks purchased by Denmark. 


But the Industrial Council specialists refused to commit themselves in advance 
to which method is better--direct or indirect joint production. The first can 
supply Danish firms with new technical knowledge, the second can increase a 
production that is already under way. There can be advantages from both. And 
they don't think either method is clearly indicated for the forthcoming sub- 
marine pur. ise. Both methods are possible--both the indirect as in the Leo- 
pard deal and the ‘direct as in the F-16 acquisition, 


Rear Admiral Roholm added that these days keels are not laid for submarines, 
they are produced in sectio:.... There is no reason why the sections cannot be 
produced in different places. Germny started doing this back in World War II. 
The admiral pointed to the great skill of the Danish electronics industry, It 








would be strange, he said, if this industry proved incapable of supplying major 
portions of the interior equipment for the submarines, 


Director Povl Paulsen said in this context that the foreign submarine con- 
tractor selected would probably find it easier to come up with Danish sub- 
contractors than did the major contractor for the F-16 airplane, General Dy- 
namics, To begin with 60 to 70 Danish firms were interested in delivering 
airplane parts. Later this number shrank to a dozen or s0. 


Spin-Off 


Joint production can also have interesting side-effects--known as spin-off. 
This can be in the form of permanent export opportunities, such as those 
achieved by several of the 300 Danish suppliers under the Leopard arrangement. 
Or it can be a technological involvement as experienced by Terma Electronics 
in Arhus and Per Udsen in Grena, 


Terma is involved among other things in the development of sea target missiles 
such as the Seasparrow missile and director Johannes Jacobsen informed us that 
this activity has given the firm valuabie sales contacts with American indus- 
tries. 


Per Udsen Aircraft Industry, on the basis of its Draken, Viggen and F-16 de- 
liveries, acquired such a good reputation that the English firm, Westland Heli- 
copters, became one of its customers. The firm recently acquired the German 
fleet as a customer with reference to a development contract. The order is 

not a big one, according to director Povl Paulsen, but it is technically inter- 
esting. All in all it means something to be an F-16 supplier, he pointed out. 
It opens doors, especially in the United States. 


Our Own Fault 


But the F-16 and its Danish co-producers are not flying through an unclouded 
sky. To begin with expectations were created for a Danish joint production of 
58 percent. Today it is hardly more than 40 percent and Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft Corporation's cancellation of the gear box order from DISA is a large 
minus in the calculations. JYLLANDS-POSTEN has called Bilgrav-Nielsen an 
intermission clown because he renamed the “arms deal of the century" the “arms 
scandal of the century.” But the Radical Liberal spokesman is unlikely to 
miss his target completely in the Danish public. 


What is the truth of the matter? 


Director Povl Paulsen, Grena, said: "The major contractor, General Dynamics, 
has done nothing wrong. General Dynamics merely promised that the four Euro- 
pean buyer lands, Denmark, Norway, Holland and Belgium, woulc have a total 
joint production of 58 percent. The reason why Danish industry has not reached 
this figure is that in 1975 we were incapable of taking on more. We can't 
blame the others for that. Today we are much better equipped, partly due to 
the technology Danish industry acquired along with the F-16 project. I also 
think there is now a moral basis ior increasing our share, The Americans know 
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very well that we have received fewer orders than our politicians anticipated 
and they are prepared to let us have more, My own firm is negotiating right 
now on an additional order running to several hundred million kroner for fuel 
Suspension systems, But on the other hand this kind of thing does not just 
happen spontaneously. The American market is a hard one. You have to deal 
aggressively and often, It is piecework as far as sales are concerned, But 
as I said--if Danish industry really wants to it can drive up its share of 
joint production, 


"In addition,” saia director Paulsen, "one can't estimate the final percen age 
of joint production before one knows whether the F-16 will be sold to even 
more countries. So far the American sales effort has not been impressive, 

But negotiations are currently under way with Spain, Austria, Greece and 
Australia, Lf more airplanes are sold, more Danish-produced parts will be 
sold too," 


Denmarkization 


Does the Danish defense debate and the talk of Denmarkization have any effect 
on sales of Dan.sh products intended for defense purposes? 


"Not with regard to governmental and defense circles although they are start- 
ing to seem a Little indulgent when they listen to us. But in firms whose 
leaders keep in touch with international conditions we can definitely detect 
skepticism, But as far as 1 know this has not led to any real delivery prob- 
lems." 


What will the effect of the American cancellation of the Danish gear box de- 
liveries be? 


"It won't look good. Ome firm's mis'ake can easily be seen as that of all 
Danish industry." 


Haven't similar things occurred with other European joint producers? 


"Yes, but not on that scale. Fabrique Nationale in Belgium, which assembles 
F-16 motors, had start-up problems for a long time but overcame them. It is 
worse when the problems are not overcome." 


As a supplier of defense materiel DISA has seven other deals going besides the 
now defunct gear box contract. There is nothing wrong with the other seven 
projects. On the contrary, the DISA personnel paper reported that last fall 
the concerr was one of five out of roughly 500 participating suppliers to re- 
ceive a citation from MacDonald Douglas for its part in the production of the 
Harpoon sea-target wissile, 


Things can go up and down |!k that in the special world of arms production, 
Others in the arms branch here regret DISA's gear box misfortune in considera- 
tion of deliveries that might have been made for other plare types if they had 
succeeded with the F-16,. Pratt & Whitnev produce engines tor 80 percent of 
the civilian aviation in the free world and for half the military planes.

The only way Denmark can @eet the conditions of Danish joint production 
through purchasing defense Materiel is to buy clearly militery things such ae 
@tunition, airplanes, tenke and the like, When Denmark tried to honor the 
requirement by including purchases of care for the armed forces « complaint 
wae lodged against us with the European Commission, But just before the com- 
plaint was received Danish authorities realised thet they hed gone too far

DEFENSE CHIEF: POLISH CRISIS BRINGS MILITARY ALERT 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHFPTER in Swedish 2 Feb 61 p 7

[Text] Storlien, tunday--On 4 December of last year, the supreme commander of the 
Swedish Armed Forces received government permission to mobilize about 300 seamen if 
necessary in case the crisis in Poland became worse. DAGENS NYHETER has learned that 
the week before that, the Armed Forces had already been put on the highest level of 
alert since World War II. During an interview granted to DAGENS NYHETER in connec- 
tion with the People and Defense Federation's annual congress in Storlien, Supreme 
Commander Lennart Ljung revealed that military readiness is still considerably higher 
than usual in some units. 


General Liung said, “At the end of November we had by various means gathered informa- 
tion indicating that an invasion in Poland could be expected. All the services were 
then put om alert. Among other things, air reconnaissance, radar reconnaissance, and 
our navy patrols in the Baltic Sea were stepped up. At the beginning of December, I 
also received government permission to mobilize about 1300 conscript seamen if neces- 
sary to man more ships.” He emphasized, however, that the callup has not been neces- 


sary. 


The supreme commander admitted that a callup of conscripts is still possible, but not 
on as big a scale. 


"The Polish quest‘on has not by any means been resolved, and there are signs indicat- 
ing that the Warsaw Pact's readiness is still so high that sigable military forces 
can be sent in on very short notice.” 


Invasion 
General Ljung said, “I cannot go into more detail concerning how we got information 


that increased military activity was occurring. But neither before nor since have I 
heard eny talk to indicate that there was an exact date for the invasion.” 


According to the AFP, which was quoted in Sunday's DAGENS NYHETER, the Soviet Union 
had made preparations to invade Poland on 7 December, but refrained after a sharp 
warning from tie United States. 





DAGENS NYHETER has learned that the Armed Forces received no tips from anywhere re- 
garding what was happening around Poland's borders. They had to depend entirely on 
their own intelligence services, 


"The events in the Baltic province at the end of last year show how important it is 
for 4 neutral country Like Sweden to have a strong intelligence service. Bapecially 
eo that it can rapidly inerease ite readiness, That is also something that I empha- 
siged in particular in a report submitted last year.” 


Short Notice 


Sweden's location between the two big power blocs means that there is always a lot of 
military activity around our borders. When something unusual happens, Sweden reacts 
by increasing ite so-called incident preparedness, meaning primarily that the air 
force steps up its reconnaissance. 


Thus, a8 4 result of the situation in Poland at the end of November last year, Sweden 
felt compelled to go into the highest state of readiness we have had at any time 


during the postwar period. All militery forces in the air force, navy, and army were 
put on alert. A.c and radar reconnaissance increased sharply, and the navy's ships 
were ordered t: » ready to go out into the Baltic Sea on very short notice. Prepa- 


rations were also made for calling up 300 navy conscripts so that more ships could 
be quickly manned. For some units, especially in the air force and navy, readiness 
is still at a very high level, and there is still a chance that a certain number of 
conscripts may be called up very quickly.

DEFENSE CHIEF PROPOSES DISMANTLING FOURTEEN UNITS

(Text) The dismantling of at least 14 peacetime units, a J0O-percent reduction in 
personnel in the central administration, and smaller staffs with closer coordination-~ 
that is what Supreme Commander Lennart Ljung proposed on Thureday when he presented 
the 1978 Defense Committee with his proposal for a new peacetime defense organization. 


The supreme commander's proposal calls for dismantling primarily unite in the army 
and air force, while the navy can expect sharp cutbacks and mergers. The proposal 
presented by the supreme commander on Thursday is based on the assumption that the 
1982 defense resolution will decide in favor of the supreme commander's proposed de- 
fense budget of 14.3 billion kronor per year. But even if Parliament accepts the 
supreme commander's highest defense budget--15 billion kronor--sharp cutbacks in the 
peacetime organization will be required. 


Mergers 
The units currently threatened with being dismantled are the following: 


I=3 Orebro; I-12 Ekejo; I-13 Falun; K-1 Stockholm; P-2 Hassleholm; A-6 Jonkoping; 
Lv-6 Gothenburg; Ing-2 Ekejo (to be attached to an armored unit in Skane); 8-2

Te further reduce the cost of the peacetime orgenigation, whieh in today's situation 
drains sigable expenditure away from the wartime organisation, the supreme commander 
is proposing closer coordination in food service purchases, equipment maintenance, 
and the use and planning of transportation, as well as a more rational and equitable 
coordination of training facilities and training fields.

MILITARY SWEDEN 


OFPICTAL CHARGES THAT CONSCTENTIOUS ORJBCTOR IS WRONG

i(Text) The events in Poland over the past few months illustrate with extraordinary 
clarity the importance of a people's will to resist. If the Soviet Union had not 
fully realized that armed Soviet intervention in Poland to restore order would un- 
leash such resistance that only terrible bloodshed would be able to crush it, the 
Seviet Union doubtless would not have hesitated to do just as it did in Hungary and, 
in 1968, in Czechoslovakia. In this cae it has held back even though the Polish 
resistance forces can scarcely have bee ‘'“pected to have a weapons arsenal of any 
importance. It is probable that Scandinavia has also been viewed by the Soviets as 
an area where the will to resist is strong. Their underestimation of that will on 
the occasion of the attack on Finland in the fall of 1939 gave the Soviet Union a 
lesson that has probably benefited Sweden as well. 


Put how is the Swedish will to resist being interpreted today? That question, which 
is of extraordinary importance to our security, arouses rather tepid interest. This 
ie not @ question merely of the number of aircraft and tanks. It also involves psy- 
chological factors that are more difficult to assess. Here we will consider one as~ 
pect, namely, what can the interested observer infer from our legislation concerning 
Sweden's will to resist? 


A foreign power wishing to assess our will to defend ourselves will perhaps start at 
the beginning and pull out our constitution: the Constitution Act of 1974. There 
the searcher will find a concluding chapter dealing with war and the threat of war. 
A study will show that Sweden sticks to regulations on how the administration is to 
function “in occupied areas.” 


"Oh, so that's it,” he says to himself, “The Swedes expect us or someone else to come 
occupy their country. They have even written down in their constitution how things 
are to be done then.” He will easily conclude that the Sweder do not expect to be 
able to defend themselves or that, in any case, they consider so li ely that the 
country will have to be turned over to the enemy that hey hav. adopted .recise rules 
on how the country is to be administered in such 4 situation. 


Our reviewer will be even more surprised when he examines those rules more closely. 
Because he will very quickly discover that they provide an occupying power that gets 
possession of the country, or the major portion of it, with excellent opportunities 





for setting up 4 completely legal government prepared to act as its puppet in running 
the country. 


Finding Alternates 


The reason is that the constitution assumes that Parliament will be able to continue 
exercising ite authority even after the country is occupied by 4 foreign power. At 
least three-fourths of the members of Parliament (that is, 271 members) must partici- 
pate, however, in decisions that are made in that situation. What this means for the 
occupiers is that they must round up as many people as there are members of Parlia-~ 
ment. 


in that situation, one can expect that probably most of the ordinary members of Par- 
liament (that is, the more prominent politicians) will have left the country and per- 
haps joined a government in exile or gone underground or are otherwise not available 
for parliamentary activity under the occupier's actual supremacy. 


Under the current rules for summoning alternates, it will then be a questicn of sort- 
ing through the thousands of people whose names appear on lists given out in the 
latest parliamenvary election for the elected parties and picking out 27. who are 
Willing to be m apers of Parliament on the occupier's terms. Experience in other 
countries shows that if the asso: tment is large enough--as it would be in this case-- 
it will be possible to collect the necessary number. 


Arranged for Occupier 


That Parliament can then decide on a government. Naturally, it must be one that the 
occupying power can cooperate with. Parliament will also decide whether new elections 
will be held, because in wartime it will be up to Parliament to make that decisio.. 

In other words, a parliament of a given makeup can prolong its own mandate indefi- 
niteiy. 


The head of state is required by the constitution to follow the government in war- 
time. if the original government coes into exile, the rule is that the head of state 
must follow it into exile. The constitution also says that if he is not in the same 
place as the government, he is precluded from performing his duties as head of state. 
it, a8 i8 probable, we wind up with two governmente--one in exile and one set up in 
the occupied area--the head of state will fall between two stools. Which government 
is he or she supposed to go along with? 


The way things stand now, the Parliament actually in Sweden and functioning in the 
occupied aroa will be able to settle that question, too. The reason is that if the 
king or que or the member of the royal house qualified by right of succession to 
do #0 cannot serve os head of state--for example, because they ere ail out of the 
ountry--the Parliament sitting in Sweden can designate a temporary regent to carry 
out the duties of the head of state. 


The constitution therefore mekes it possible for an occupying power to have the sup- 
port of all the constitutional organs of the state in administering the country. 
This includes Parliament, government, anc Sead of state. So we have actually orga- 
niged things quite well in advance for the occupier. 





Not a Single Unit 


But Our reviewer Of Swedish legal rules will find even more remarkable things when 

he pulls out the Conseription Law. In it he will find a rule saying that a conseeript 
who did not apply for service as a conscientious objector beforehand may do 80 at 

any time, even during 4 general mobilisation of while a war is at ite height, 


What happene then? Well, onee 4 conseript has requested service as 4 conscientious 
objector, he ean fo longer bear arms or be drilled in the use of weapons until his 
request has been examined by the one central authority that handles such questions 
for the entire country (the Conscientious Objectors Board). In other words, the con- 
seript in that situation must be either detailed to kitchen or laundry duty or sent 
hatte , 


if things go really badly, Sweden might not be able to activate a single unit in a 
general mobilization. That could happen if all those called up--and whose request 
for service a8 conscientious objectors had not already been rejected (and as time 
goes on their numbers will gradually decline)--request service as conscientious ob- 
jectors when they report for active service. Perhaps it is not a happy feeling to 
know that one has to go to war, and if a person can avoid it by requesting service 
a8 4 conscientious objector, a few people--or maybe quite a few--may consider it 
worth a try. 


Our constitutional freedom of speech also means that anyone is free to create a wave 
of opinion among the conecripts leading them, when faced with the choice between two 
equal alternatives--military service or service as a conscientious objector--to choose 
the latter. [It is not hard to imagine the conclusions that those observing us from 
abroad will draw concerning the Swedes’ will to defend themselves on the basis of 

that legislation, which allows individual conscripts to put our entire defense force 
out of operation. 


Amaged, the outsider aske himself the following question: how is it possible, in the 
light of that legislation, for our government to make the rest of the world believe 
that Swedes really have a firm will to defend themselves in all situations? Should 
not one of our first steps be to revoke those remarkable rules as soon a8 possible, 
sinee they must damage the crecibility of our will to defend ourselves? It would 
not cost a single million in defense expenditures! The present legal conditions in- 
vite our potential opponents to underestimate, in a way that is dangerous to Sweden, 
the strength of the will to defend ourselves that surely exists at the grassroots 
level.

CONSCRIPTS FIND INCREASING DIFFICULTY COPING BCONOMICALLY

(Text) “The cconomic problems of conscripts cause great difficulties during their 
basic training. The possibilities for helping them with rent expenses should be con- 
siderably improv. |.” 


That is what oVENSXA DAGBLADET was told by Col Rolf Frykhammar, commanding officer of 
the Svea Life Guards Unit I-1 in Kungsangen, outside Stockholm, concerning the social 
situation of conscripts. 


More and more conscripts are experiencing economic problems during their basic train- 
ing because of debts incurred before reporting for service and because housing in the 
large urban areas is becoming increasi:gly expensive. Supreme Commander Lennart 
Ljung will soon present a statistical survey covering 4,500 conscripts, and it is 
expected to confirm the negative trend. 


The Family Income Supplement Law, which went into effect on 1 July 1978, does not al- 
low rental allowances to be paid to 4 conscript who has had his apartment for less 
than 6 months prior to being called up. If he is married or cohabiting, the allow- 
ance is sharply reduced as soon .. the partner earns more than 1,000 kronor per month. 
The normal amount that can be paid by the Family Income Supplement Board in Stockhoim 
is 1,000 kronor for a conscript living alone. In the suburbs and the rest of the 
country, the amount is several hundred kronor less. If two people ‘ive in the apart- 
ment, 4 maximum of half the rent or 700 kronor can be paid. 


“Unreasonable Limit” 
Leif Johanseo:. of the Pamily Income Supplement Boa.4 says: 


"Tt is unreasonable .o draw the line at exactly 6 months. Today we are forced tc re- 
ject cases in which a conscript, after a long wait on the housing list, finds a one- 
room apartment 4 or 5 months » ‘ore being called up. This means that he gets no 
rental allowance, and in today's housing market, it is impossible to turn down an 
apartment. 


"Tt is 4180 unreasonabie that a conscript who is receiving a rental allowance should 
have it reduced when it is found that a girl he» moved in and lived in the apartment 








for 6 months. In such cases, it is considered that the relationship is permanent. 
Unfortunately, that is how the rules have read until now." 


At the Svea Life Guards unit, Rolf Prykhammar says that the entire training period 
is Spent solving the economic problems of the conscripts: 


"It is a pity that the rules are so restrictive and cause worry for the soldiers. 
They often have other debts as well when they report for service. Reasonable finan- 
cial compensation and the possibility of giving selective assistance in hardship 
cases would make trainine easier." 


Kristina Ostervall, setaff welfare officer in I-1, told SVENSKA DAGBLADET: 


"Some conscripts fail to apply for the assistance that exists. In other cases, there 
may be talk of borrowing money from relatives in order to afford doing one's military 
service. TI consider that a completely unreasonable demand to make." 


Tiring Trips” 


Kristina Ostervall, one of many people in the Armed Forces who are in daily contact 
with the economic problems of the conscripts, is calling for an improved system. 

The goal is to have at least half of the rent paid in the case of cohabiting couples 
and all of it for those living alone: 


“This is urgent if we are to cope successfully with conscript motivation. The trips 
to Stockholm are tiring, as are the jobs on the side that many are forced to take in 
order to pay their rent. The result is that they are tired while on duty and may en- 
danger their own safety and that of their comrades, while some of them develop psy- 
chosomatic problems. Finances are absolutely the biggest problem for conscripts to- 
day.”

DEFENSE COMMITTEE URGES INCREASE IN WAR EMERGENCY STOCKS

[Text] Sweden must improve its security in the way of raw materials supplies in 
order to deal with posible blockades during crisis situations. This applies to 
petroleum as wel. as to important metals. 


That is what the government's Defense Committee says in its third report, which is 
to be submitted to the government on Friday. 


The committee is in agreement in long passages of the report in its assessment of 
the risk of conflict throughout the world, defense aims in Sweden, and equipment re- 
quirements. But the Social Democrats pact company with the nonsocialist majority on 
the question of financial limits. 


The nonsocialists say that the financial limits for defense should remain more or 
less unchanged, while the Social Demo rets take the current defense appropriation as 
their ceiling. The Social Democrats also want to transfer some funds from military 
defense to civilian defense and thus emphasize the importance of people's defense. 


In a special statement, the Libe..i Party demanded that more conscripts be assigned 
to community service. 


But the committee did not manage to finish off a final report as expected. Two of 
the most important items remain: the question of dismantling military units and the 
issue of the next generation of fighter aircraft. 


industry Tc Respond 


in June the aircr industry--chiefly Saab, the Swedish Aircraft Engine Company, 

L. M. Bricsson, and ne Volvo Aircraft Engine Company--are to let the government 
know whether Swedish industry can produce a new fighter plane <o succeed the Viggen. 
If the industry says no, Swe’ will have to buy its next generation of fighter air- 
eraft abroad, and in that case the politicians +ill have another 6 or 7 years in 
which to think about it. Currently there is no foreign plane available that meets 
Swedish requirements. 








In October the so-called “death patrol"=-the committee's special panel--is to submit 
its report on dismantling military unite, and in November the committee expects to 
be ready to write its final report. After 2 months for review and further opinions, 
the government can then submit a bill to Parliament in March of next year. 


Risk of Conflict 


The Defense Committee feels that the risk of conflict has increased in Europe. The 
antagonism between the power blocs is greater than before, there are no signs of dis- 
armament, and the balance of power between East and West remains. 


As far as Sweden is concerned, it is considered probable that the southern and north- 
ern parts of the country may be subjected to acts of war during a conflict in Europe. 
It is also said that nuclear warfare cannot be ruled out and that Swe*en must be able 
to protect itself against those eventualities. 


The most urgent problem for Sweden is to improve its emergency petroleum stocks and 
to be able to convert the country quickly to domestic fuel. The uncertainty in South 
Africa and the Soviet Union's great influence in Africa mean that Sweden should build 
up raw materials stocks of important metals. 


The committee also says that Sweden needs a modern fighter plane after the Viggen, 
and it would like to see a lighter and cheaper plane. Such a plane can be produced 
with a lighter engine than the one used in the Viggen, a plastic fuselage, more effi- 
cient electronics, and more efficient weapons. 


It is also felt that a new system of price compensation for military defense should 
be studied further. The committee wants better mobilization readiness and an invest- 
ment in more transport planes. 


Military Exercises 


The committee also wants more military exercises in Norrland and rejects further 
dismantling of units in the north. 


In its section on civilian matters, the committ«e discusses increased funds for fire 
departments and new standards for underground shelters, since further construction 
of such shelters has become too expensive for the government. Another aim is to be 
able to provide protective masks for everyone--currently there are only enough for 
one person in three. 


The committee also wants to see an increase in the period that civilian hospitals 
would be able to hold out during an emergency and popular education concerning the 
so-called ABC weapons.

GENERAL ELECTRIC DROPS DEVELOPMENT OF CF6-32 JET ENGINE

(Text) General Electric (GE) has decided to drop the CF6-32 jet engine project. The 
Volvo Aircraft Ergine Company in Trollhattan is participating in development of the 
engine and has received government subsidies for the project. The Volvo Aircraft 
Engine Company is now negotiating with GE to participate in the development of another 
engine. 


Spokesmen at the Volvo Aircraft Engine Company are careful to emphasize that GE has 
not yet taken a public stand on the question. But various sources say that announce- 
ment of the shutdown can be expected soo. 


GE decided a few years ago to concentrate on further development of tne CF6 engine. 
The new version was designed to be suitable for Boeing's next generation of big 
aircraft, the Boeing 757. But the major customers for the 757 have now asked to have 
Pratt and Whitney engines installed _. their planes instead. Rolls Royce is also of- 
fering an engine for the 757. Only “o airline companies want GE's CF6-32's for 
their planes. One is a Brazilian company and the other is from Hawaii. Both will 
probably change their orders. 


The Volvo Aircraft Engine Company has received '38 million kronor from the Swedish 
Government with which to participate in development work on the CF6-32. The loan is 
interest free and is a straight loan. Instead of being amortized through regular 
installments, it is to be repaid at the rate of 10 percent of the sales total, but 
not until 250 engines have been delivered. 


The arrangeme:t with GE is part c° the Volvo Aircraft Engine Company's efforts to 
get an incre. ed share of civilian production. Several similar agreements have been 
reached with other ‘orge aircraft engine manufacturers--for example, Garrett in the 
United States. In order to produce two engines in collaboration with Garrett, the 
Volvo Aircraft Engine Company obtained 160 million kronor from the government on ap- 
proximately the same terms as inose governing the GE loan. Cne of the two Garrett 
engines was designed for use in the px ssenger plane tnat Saab is now producing in 
collaboration with Fairchild of the Unite’ States. That deal did not go through, 
either. Instead, Saab-Fairchild bought enyines from General Electric. 





According to the agreement with the state covering the loan for the GE engine, new 
talks must be initiated with the government if the project is not to be completed. 
Of that loan, 110 million kronor have already been paid out. 


A spokesman for the Volvo Aircraft Engine Company says, however, that the agreement 
with GE contains a clause stipulating that the Volvo Aircraft Engine Company will be 
able to participate in another project of the same magnitude if the one originally 
planned cannot be carried out. There is reason to suppose that the government has 


no objection to seeing the money invested in a new and similar cooperative project 
with GE, he said.
